type groups. “I'll just tell you this 
one last thing,’’ he said. “If you ask 
me what has to come first, I say 
organize! You gotta have an 
organization to get police to listen.” 

“I beg to differ with you, 
Brother,” a tall, heavy-set man call- 
ed out. “We had a businessmen’s 
organization before.” 

“That’s right,” a woman said, and 
many others in the meeting mur- 
mured the same. 

“We tried that before,” the man 
continued, “in the past eight years 
we tried many times (to organize a 
volunteer citizen’s night patrol) and 
we could get it going for one week, 
then everybody, they lax off. Only a 
week at a time, and only after 
something big happens.” 

Royal Bollings Jr., watching the 
man intently while he spoke, pushed 
himself up with his arms and off the 


desk. He rose to speak, but another 
member of the Mattapan business 
community beat him to it. 

“You gotta do something to take 
care of your business today. . . or 
else. . . who’s gonna rip you off 
tonight? Even if it costs you, say ten 
dollars a week for protection it’d be 
worth it. It’d be better than losing 
hundreds if someone breaks in 
tonight.” 

It’s better than losing your life if 
someone breaks in tonight, some 
were thinking. But less than a week 
after James Miller was killed by a 
holdup man, they didn’t mention it. 
There was no need to keep it on the 
surface. 


The Verge of Reality 


“New York is facing this. Harlem 
is facing this. The same thing you’re 
facing, they’re facing,” Bollings told 
the troubled businessmen. “So they 
formed a vigilante. It’s on the verge 
of reality.”” The meeting broke into a 
confusion of conversations. Bollings 
shouted above the din, “It’s on the 
verge of reality. It has to be. Because 
it’s getting so bad in those streets. 

There was more discussion.

in the mid-1800’s as informal competitions between western . 


ranches when cowboys met on the trail at roundup time. In 1938, 
cowboys organized rodeo as a professional sport right here in 
Boston. They formed the Rodeo Cowboys Association at that 
time. It now has a membership of roughly 3,000 cowboys and 


cowgirls. 


My mother tells me my uncle is a miser. He’s so cheap he hardly 
even eats anything but I know he has a lot of money. He keeps 
money hidden all over his house. I didn’t think people like that 
existed any more.

The world’s biggest and one of the most notorious misers was 
Henrietta (Hetty) Howland Green (Robinson). She died in 1916 
and left an estate of $95,000,000. She did keep her money in 
banks. A classic miser generally deprives himself (or herself) of 
all but the barest essentials in order to hoard money. Hetty 
Green was a good example. Her son had to have his leg am- 
putated because of the delays in getting help while Hetty looked 
for a free medical clinic. She lived on cold oatmeal and died of 
apoplexy in an argument over the virtues of skimmed milk. 


I'm deathly afraid of snakes. My husband and I are going cam- 
ping and I was wondering if you could tell me what kind of 
snakes I should look out for? — M.B., Marblehead. 

Your fear of snakes is called by doctors ‘“‘Ophidiaphobia.’’ Many 
people have, beginning with Eve, this fear, but you really don’t 
have much to worry about in the New England area. There are 
14 species of snakes found in Massachusetts and 12 of them are 
relatively harmless. The other two, timber rattlesnakes and 
copperheads are extremely rare. No snake will attack you. Any 
of them will.run away if given the chance. (I know you'll give any 
you might see the chance.) So don’t worry. Snakes are beneficial 
to the environment — they control insects and rodents. Just take 
care not to accidentally step on a sleeping rattler.

The Process Church of tl.e Final Judgement is an esoteric cult 
which combines Christianity with devil worship, holding that 
Christ and Satan are one.

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Sargent, ACLU Join Against Crime Files

Gov. Francis Sargent, suddenly emerg- 
ing as a civil libertarian of national 
repute, became the “star” signer last 
week of an American Civil Liberties 
Union petition aimed at forcing U.S. At- 
torney General Elliot Richardson and 
FBI Director Clarence Kelley to adopt 
more stringent safeguards to control dis- 
semination of individual computer files 
from the FBI’s National Crime Informa- 
tion Center (NCIC) data bank. 

Sargent appeared in Washington Fri- 
day to announce the ACLU petition in 
which he will be joined by representatives 
of all 50 states, including Rep. Michael 
Harrington of Beverly. The petition calls 
on Richardson and Kelley to review ad- 
ministrative regulations for the computer 
system that could, if implemented as 
currently planned, contain files on eight 
million Americans within two years. It 
now contains almost 300,000. 

The ACLU petition, expected to have 
maximum impact during a time of 
heightened public sensitivity over govern- 
ment invasion of privacy, asks an im- 
mediate halt to NCIC growth until citizen 
review of its procedures, and establish- 
ment of controls over what information 
goes in the computers and who’gets to see. 
that information. 

The ACLU and Sargent have criticized 
the Justice Department for. including 
arrest records of persons later found inno- 
cent of any crime, and also the inclusion 
of domestic political intelligence informa- 
tion in the NCIC. 

The petition is but the most visible part 
of a snowballing national reaction that 
has followed a June 13 letter from Sargent 
to Richardson, which is featured 
prominently in the 32-page ACLU docu- 
ment. In that letter, the Governor said he 
would ignore the pressure of a federal 
court suit and keep Massachusetts, alone 
of the 50 states, out of the NCIC hook-up 
When Sargent held up the three-year-old 
program, he stopped the final stage of 
federal-state cooperation in crime records 
systems that could cost the state $19.5 
million over the 1971-5 period. The state- 
wide crime information computer would 
link the Department of Public Safety, the 
Commissioner of Probation, the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles, the Metropolitan 
District Commission and 160 police 
departments with the FBI, via NCIC. All 
of that could still happen—all it would 
take is the go-ahead from Sargent should 
he reach a compromise with Richardson. 

As things stand now, however, that 
could be a long way off. 

“Sargent is our star petitioner,” says 
the ACLU’s Sarah C. Carey, who heads 
the Lawyers Committee for Civil Rights 
Under Law, the ACLU law firm which 
designed the petition. The detailed docu- 
ment calls on Richardson and Kelley to 
exercise authority over NCIC regulations 
that was granted them by the Safe Streets 
Act of 1968, a law creating the Law En- 
forcement Assistance Administration 
(LEAA), which in turn created the NCIC. 


Stopped in Mid-Reel 


When Sargent first wrote Richardson, 
he appeared alone in a last-ditch attempt 
to halt the federal government in its bid to 
open state ‘“‘criminal history’’ files, 
zealously guarded since a strict new 
“right of access” law took effect last 


January. The final computer hardware 
was about to be bought to complete the 
state-NCIC hook-up when Sargent 
stopped things in mid-reel. Since that 
June 13 letter, a lot has happened. 

As of today, Sargent has brought the 
NCIC to national attention and succeed- 
ed in having Richardson intercede with 
the U.S. Attorney’s office here in delay- 
ing, at least until October 15, court action 
in a federal suit against Massachusetts. 


One man from Charlottesville Va., so 
struck by the issue, enclosed a $5 check 
with his letter of support for Sargent and 
asked to be made “‘an honorary citizen of 
Massachusetts” (the check was returned 
uncashed). 

The Sargent letter has prompted a 
similar letter to Richardson from Iowa 
Gov. Robert Ray, who has just signed into 
law an act creating a state-wide crime in- 
formation system which contains many

distinguished citizens dissatisfied with 
the conduct of a branch of government. It 
says, in effect, to Richardson and Kelley, 
“This is not legally binding, but ignore it 
a* vour own risk.” 

Priscilla Skillman, a lawyer for the 
‘ACLU, says of the petition, ‘“‘All we are 
asking is that the Attorney General dis- 
charge his duties under law in protecting 
the rights of citizens.” 

-The petition itself is the result of a four-

(See Phoenix, July 27). That suit resulted 
from the state’s refusal of police file 
access to the Defense Department and 
Small Business Administration. Those 
agencies are among 100 public and 
private concerns denied access since 
January by the Criminal History Board of 
the State Privacy and Security Council. 
Perhaps most importantly, though, 
Sargent and the new petition may turn 
the tables on the Attorney General and 
force the Justice Department to get its 
own house in order without worrying 
about the Commonwealth. 

For, his efforts, Sargent has become 
a new darling of civil libertarians and 
broadened his growing national reputa- 
tion with front-page mention in the 
Washington Post and prominent display 
of his exchange with Richardson in Time. 
Mail has run heavily in support of his 
position, with his office having received 50 
letters on the subject, all but one in favor. 


safeguards like the strict Massachusetts 
law. Ray expressed concern that the loose 
federal statutes would subvert his state’s 
law. 

Sargent has even been joined in the 
ACLU petition by Rep. Barry Goldwater 
Jr. (R-California), who, according to 
Sargent aide Andy Klein is not ordinarily 
a civil libertarian, but, when one of his 
staff saw the young Goldwater’s NCIC 
dossier, the Congressman rushed to join 
the petition. 


Bigger and Bigger 


“The whole thing keeps getting bigger 
and bigger,”’ says Klein. ‘The climate for 
examination of a system like NCIC is very 
positive right now. People are no longer 
willing to trust their fate to the 
benevolence of the government.” 

- The ACLU petition, unlike a legislative 
petition, is really the recommendations of 


year monitoring of the growth of NCIC by 
the Lawyers Committee, which received 
grants to generally examine the Law En- 
forcement Assistance Administration 
(LEAA). The report on that study is en- 
titled, ‘‘Law and Disorder’. 

Highlights of the petition signed by 
Sargent included the following 
allegations: 

1) The NCIC program expands the 
FBI’s previous information-gathering 
role, but is far more ‘“‘pervasive and 
vulnerable to abuse.” 

2) The guidelines for the NCIC have 
been drawn up by a citizen advisory panel 
composed solely of police representatives. 

3) ‘Present NCIC standards permit 
violation of constitutional rights. The 
standards are almost wholly unen- 
forceable, relying on the good faith of the 
individual states. Beyond that, they are 
seriously deficient in insuring the ac-

Computer Plug-In for Drug Patients Blows a Fuse

An unprecedented Nixon ad- 
ministration demand that data on all 
patients in federally-funded drug 
programs be plugged into a national 
computer system is in serious trouble 
in this state. 

Officials of both the Commonwealth 

,and the City of Boston appear united 
in their opposition to CODAP (Client- 
Oriented Data Acquisition Process), 
an information system capable of iden- 
tifying drug patients and branding 
them as drug users all their lives. 

The majority of those affected by the 
computer setup are poor and black or 
Puerto Rican, according to officials of 
the state’s Division of Drug Rehabilita- 
tion. 

The CODAP system was put into 





effect this year by SAODAP (Special 
Action Office for Drug Abuse Preven- 
tion), Nixon’s newly-created agency 
charged with conducting a war on 
drugs. 


Two subcommittees of the city’s 
Coordinating Council on Drug Abuse 
recommended last Thursday that the 
city reject any involvement with the 
CODAP system. Both the Council 
itself and Mayor Kevin White are ex- 
pected to follow that recommendation. 


If the recommendation is followed 
the city stands to lose a $2-million 
federal drug treatment grant for 
juveniles and adults. What the federal 
response to the city’s rejection of 
CODAP will be remains unclear. 
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Just hours before the city’s Drug 
Abuse Council met on Thursday, state 
officials grilled CODAP chief Paul 
Doran. 

“He was concerned énough about 
our concern to come up and try to ex- 
plain it,” said Dr. Victor Gelineau, 
research director for the state’s Drug 
Rehabilitation Division. 


“I don’t think,” said Gelineau, ‘that 
people were satisfied with his 
answers.” 

For each patient, the CODAP 
system requires the race, sex, zip code, 
date of birth and the first two letters of 
the mother’s given name and surname. 

With that information, the chances 
of identifying a patient are at least 95 
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percent. 

“You can go to the state’s vital 
statistics bureau,” said Gelineau, “‘do 
a few simple sorts on the computer, 
and you’ve got the guy.” 

In addition to the $2 million grant to 
Boston, there are 23 drug programs in 
the state receiving about $12 million in 
federal funds. Most of these programs 
have received the CODAP forms; how 
many have actually used the forms is 
unknown. 

Opposition to CODAP may soon 
spread to other states. At the urging of 
Dr. Matthew Dumont, director of the 
Commonwealth’s Drug Rehabilitation 
Division, the national association of 
drug program coordinators has set up a 
committee to probe the issue.

After four and a half hours of 
arguing, shouting, and generally 
putting on a show, the 12-

member Park Plaza Civic Ad- 
visory Committee (CAC) con- 
cluded their meeting last 
Wednesday night by giving the 
controversial renewal project an 
important shot in the arm. 

By a vote of 6 to 5 with one 
abstention, the committee voted 
to “forward’’ to the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority for 
“informational purposes” a 57- 
page ‘work program’’ for Park 
Plaza. 

The work program, drawn up 
at BRA expense by a consultant 
to the CAC, describes the roles 
that will purportedly be played 
by the CAC and a Design Review 
Committee if the Plaza plan is 
approved by the state. 

The BRA’s plans for the $266- 
million project, twice rejected by 
the state, are up for approval 
once more. 

At the meeting last week, the 
CAC debated whether the work 
program could be legally en- 
forced and what purpose was 
served by forwarding it to the 
BRA. 

“They've seen this anyway,” 
said Bernard Borman, head of 
the Beacon Hill Civic Associa- 
tion and a Plaza critic. ‘‘Why is 
there this insistence that we give 
it to them?” 

Plaza critics suggested after 
the meeting that the CAC deci- 
sion was useful to the BRA as a 
publicity move. In its public 
statements on its third Plaza 
submission, the BRA has 
emphasized the role played by 
private citizens and the ‘‘con- 
tinuing review” supposedly built 
into the plan. 

The meeting ended in a 
shouting-match when the votes 
of Mrs. Joan Wood (Boston 
League of Women Voters) and 
Mrs. Eugenie Beal (Boston 
Conservation Commission) were 
challenged by other members of 
their associations. 

In a separate vote on whether 
they were for or against Park 
Plaza and the work program, the 
group split 5 to 5. 


Jurist Prudence 


Awaiting only gubernatorial 
approval, a bill has been enacted 
that rectifiés the sexist side of 
the Jury Selection process in 
Massachusetts without leaving 
untold numbers of children 
without care during a trial. 

Representative Lois Pines, 
from Newton, sponsored the bill, 
which allows all parents or 
custodians of children under the 
age of fifteen to claim an exemp- 
tion from jury duty if they so 
choose. So men who care for 
children and women (who 
formerly were automatically left 
off selection lists) will stand 
equal chance of being on a jury.

X-Rated 


A note came from the Mass. 
Department of Public Health the 
other day about chest x-rays. 
Seems the chest x-ray is not a 
good way of finding tuberculosis 
in its early stages, and may also 
be hazardous itself for young 
adults. 

But some colleges, universities 
and schools still insist that in- 
coming students have one, 
although they have been 
repeatedly told to use a tuber- 
culin skin test. The State Health 
Department has sponsored 
legislation in cooperation with 
the TB Association to counter all 
local regulations requiring x- 
rays. 

In the meantime, any student 
who is encountering this should 
consult with the regional or state 
offices of the State Health 
Department or with their local 
tuberculosis or lung association.

Cano Wins 


Carlos Cano, the second rank- 
ing Puerto Rican at Action for 
Boston Community Develop- 
ment Boston’s anti-poverty 
agency, won back his job late 
last month after the Latin com- 
munity protested he had been 
cut without consideration of his 
work in the Latin community. 

Cano, who headed a study 
group which reported critically 
on the quality of services offered 
the Latin community by ABCD 
and attacked the agency for not 
hiring more Latins in policy 
making positions, was the only 
Spanish speaking employee fired 
from the agency in the last 
budget cuts. Jim Donnelly, 
Cano’s lawyer, said the agency 
had tried ‘“‘to eliminate the one 
person who was doing something 
for the community.” 


Trouble at WBCN 


WECN radio last week laid off 
Dinah Vaprin, one of its two 
women announcers ‘‘because 
we’re overstaffed by one,”’ accor- 
general 
manager of the station. Union 
members at WBCN believe 
otherwise. They’ve asked 
management at the station for 
Vaprin’s reinstatement. They 
say she was singled out because 
her political beliefs had become 
part of her four day a week radio 
program, i.e., she was playing 


too much women’s and black 
music. Perry pointed out that 
‘“*.. announcers are hired to do 
shows that fit within the struc- 
ture of WBCN,” and that Vaprin 
did not have the right to radical- 
ly alter it. Union negotiations are 
underway and there is discussion 
of a job action if management 
fails to rehire Vaprin. About the 
possibility of a walkout Perry 
said, “I can’t be swayed by 
threats. I have a job to do. 
Anyhow . . . a work stoppage 
would be illegal.”

AUSTIN, TEXAS—Here’s how an 
old boy down in Texas viewed this 
Deep Throat affair up in New York. A 
few nights ago we were sitting in the 
living room reading the newspaper, 
and all of a sudden my wife said, ‘‘Hey, 
Honey, it says here there’s a picture 
out now that’s so bad it’s been banned 
in New York.”

Mainly, what 
could possibly be in this picture to 
make it so bad? How could it have 
been singled out? What kind of 
lewdness had not already been filmed 
before? They’ve got porno theaters 
right here in Austin, Texas, that show 
wide-eyed views of everything that can 
be done between people. Good Lord! 
How could Deep Throat top what’s 
already been done? The name of it 
suggested to me what might be going 
on in the picture — fellatio, you know 
— but I've seen that on the screen 
before, myself, and I don’t even go to 
dirty pictures. That couldn’t be the 
whole story, it just didn’t make sense. 
Clearly there was something more to 
know about this affair, and I was deter- 
mined to find it out.

With the NLF ‘Today 


Jungle Life 


After the Cease-Fire

(The writer, an Australian journalist, 
recently completed a three week visit to 
an area of South Vietnam under full con- 
trol of the National Liberation Front.) 


BINH DUONG, South Vietnam: The 
NLF camp I stayed in is typical of the 
many that lie hidden in the deep forests of 
fertile Binh Duong Province, north of 
Saigon. From Six directions, narrow trails 
lead into the settlement, a group of small 
open-sided huts built above earth 
bunkers. It is the longtime home for 
members of the liberation army who, 
despite one’s political feelings, are models 
of sacrifice and bravery. Yet they consider 
themselves unimportant, for ‘there are no 
heroes in the revolution.” 

In charge of a typical household is Nam 
Be, a small attractive woman who came 
here from the Mekong Delta at the age of 
17. Her day starts before dawn, feeding 
the many animals, lighting a fire that will 
burn all day to provide meals for the men 
and numerous visitors. Then she must 
bathe the baby, now 12 months old, who 
she proudly regards as her son. In fact, he 
is the result of a liaison between an 
American GI and a Vietnamese 
prostitute. Nam Be found him abandoned 
on a rubbish heap in Saigon. And with all 
her soft femininity, Nam Be shot down an 
attacking helicopter last year with her ri- 
fle. 

“To the Americans we were the VC, the 
Charlie, and the Gooks.”’ The young man 
leaned forward earnestly, as if to ensure I 
made no mistake with his explanation: 
“But our name is Giai Phong (liberators). 
We are the nationalists, and we are the 
liberators of South Vietnam.” 

For the forces of the National Libera- 
tion Front, the battle continues as it has 
since the North and South were “tem- 
porarily” partitioned in 1954. Today their 
aims are the same: the replacement of 
what they term “the American puppet 
regime in Saigon’”’ with an elected govern- 
ment, and the reunification of the two 
Vietnams. For these principles they have 
fought 20 years; seen half a million foreign 
troops come and go; withstood massive 
land and air assaults from jets, 
helicopters, tanks, artillery and ground 
soldiers. They have survived an onslaught 
of the most horrific weapons man can 
devise. Last January the Paris cease-fire 
was signed, but as they remark — with lit- 
tle surprise — the shelling continues 
throughout most of their shattered land. 

In the beginning the NLF existed as 
smaller groups, loosely coordinated, 
bound together by a common goal. But 
from 1961, the NLF has been a well- 
organized and trained army under the 
direction of its own Provisional 
Revolutionary Government, with head- 
quarters less than 150 kilometers from 
Saigon. 

But who are‘the guerrilla fighters and 
how do they live? We have long been led 
to regard them as sinister black-clad 
rebels, padding silently through the 
jungle doing no one knows what. It is an 
image that they laugh at, explaining it as 
“the result of lack of information, and 
people believing the worst-of us.”’ 


Struggles to Come 


Today the NLF lead a near-peaceful, 
well-ordered and domestic life, well away 
from the main roads and carefully con- 
cealed from the air. They are resting, it 
seems, for the struggles yet to come. 
When they fight it is generally to defend 
their already controlled territory, which 
today is 80°¢ of rural Vietnam. Their 
equipment, on the whole, is minimal and 
unsophisticated, but the little they have 
is used economically and well. 

NLF ranks are a mixture of men, 
women, and boys who are men by their 
early teens. All of the regular fighters are 
volunteers, and most of those I saw come 
from the South. They receive no salary or 
medals, their only reward being ultimate 
victory. They stress equality in all daily 
life. As Captain Thai-A put it, “We wear 
no signs of rank, and no person is superior 
to another. All decisions are mutually dis- 
cussed, and everyone, young or old, has 
their say.” 

Lam worked for 50 cents a day on a 
French rubber plantation. “They called 
ee . 


jy ‘ej -< 


me a coolie,” he says, ‘and while we 
worked 14 hours a day, they exported the 
rubber from Vietnam and grew rich.” In 
1960 he went to Saigon, and was promptly 
jailed for political reasons. After his 
release he joined the forces of the NLF. 
His shoulder was smashed by a machine 
gun bullet, totally paralysing his arm. In 
return, he destroyed a tank with a 
shoulder-fired B-40 rocket. 

Giang speaks a little French he learned 
from a book; it was impossible to go to 
school. Like most of the Front, he is 


publishes a newspaper, the “‘Giai Phong” 


’ (Liberation), with up to 10,000 copies in 


English, French, and Vietnamese. Like 
the mail, it is hand delivered by couriers 
who walk through the bush. The NLF 
radio station broadcasts in three 
languages, and at news time all work 
stops as the focal point becomes the tiny 
transistor radio. 

Despite the hardships which persist, 
this year has been an easy one. It is the 
first time these people have safely been 
able to leave the bunkers where they lived 

















wounded. When he smiles his ragged 
teeth are a reminder of the grenade that 
exploded when he faced an infantry 
charge. 

From their government everyone 
receives $8 a year to buy cloth for making 
hats, clothes, and bags. They have a new 
hammock and mosquito net every three 
years. Also free is .6 kilo (about 4 oz.) of 
rice daily, from local farmers, and a half 
pound of salt a month. There is an ad- 
ditional 2 cents a day for extra food, 
which buys almost nothing. So the men 
hunt in the forest for a diet which includes 
porcupine, bear, wild dog, and deer. (By 
contrast the Saigon soldiers are issued US 
canned rations which they then sell on the 
black market.) 

Every piece of waste material can be 
put to good use; when one has nothing, 
even scraps are valuable. Their shoes — 
the famous Ho Chi Minh sandals — are 
cut from the treads of truck tires. They 
take a few hours to make and last for 
seven years. Chopsticks and string are cut 
from bamboo. Utensils like cups, oil 
lamps, even a coffee filter, are carefully 
shaped from the aluminum of downed air- 
craft. 

Amidst such difficulties and with the 
near-impenetrable terrain, their organiza- 
tion is surprising. They have well- 
equipped jungle hospitals complete with 
doctors, nurses, and students. The 
Provisional Revolutionary Government 


underground while their jungle was 
bombed and defoliated. Remarked Lam, 
“It is hard to adjust to sleeping at night, 
for that was the time when the planes 
came. We learned to recognize the B-52, 
and would go into the bunkers at once. 
Then they poisoned our streams and 
destroyed the animals we must eat. We 
had no experience with such things as 
chemicals, and many of us died.” The in- 
numerable deep craters and the brown 
foliage are a sad testament to his story. 

On our last night together, we sat 
around a small table in a clearing, drink- 
ing tea and talking. ‘Simultaneously, 
Giang and Lam blew out the lamp as the 
sixth helicopter of the evening passed 
overhead. Even during a cease-fire they 
cannot afford to trust anyone. 

As the helicopter droned away, the dis- 
tant thud of howitzers signalled the 
beginning of a nightly bombardment. 
Speaking from the shadows cast by the 
full moon, Giang and Lam stated the ob- 
vious, ‘‘We know it is not over. Both sides 
know it. There will never be peace in Viet- 
nam until there is equality and all people 
have a fair chance. They can do anything 
to us. It will just make us more deter- 
mined to win.” As if to emphasize the 
point, three giant B-52’s passed high 
overhead on their way to bomb targets in 
Cambodia.

New Black Senate District 


Puts Pols in 


Opposition

“Oh the white folks hate the black 
folks, and the black folks hate the white 
folks. . . .and the Protestants hate the 
Catholics, and everybody hates the Jews” 
—Tom Lehrer 

Which is what redistricting is all about, 
more or less. But not exactly. 

Barring some unforeseen disaster, 
Senate Bill 1844, An Act Establishing 
Councillor and Senatorial Districts, 
should be sitting on Governor Sargent’s 
desk this Monday morning, awaiting 
either his signature or his veto. As most 
Boston voters know, S. 1844, the latest in 
a series of exercises in creative 
demographics, sets up in Boston a 
Senatorial District, shaped roughly like 
the map of Vietnam, running from 
cosmopolitan Copley Square to the 
Yorkshire-like Dedham border. Officially, 
this is the New Second Suffolk District. In 
the words of one of the legislators who 
designed it, the Second Suffolk is ‘‘the 
blackest district we could have made.” 
There is almost no chance, come the elec- 
tions next year, that the Second Suffolk 
will not send the first black State Senator 
in history to Beacon Hill 

With a black district created, and pass- 
ed by both branches of the legislature, the 
redistricting crisis should be over. Gover- 
nor Sargent doesn’t have to complain 
about the lack of a black district; the 
liberals will sleep happy in their beds on 
Beacon Hill; the Black Caucus in the 
House will not need to walk out of the 
Democratic Party; and 143,265 people in 
Boston, most of them black, will have a 
black Senator, which is just what most of 
them wanted. 


The problem is that Joe Timilty wants 
some of those 143,265, and David Locke 
doesn’t want any of Joe Timilty. In order 
to achieve a black district, preserve 
domestic tranquility, and carve the state 
up into forty fairly equal districts, the 
joint committee on redistricting has 
created another controversial! district, the 
new First Norfolk and Suffolk District 
shaped somewhat like the insides of a 
clam, with a thin, tapering neck, and a 
pendulous bulb of a belly. David Locke is 
a Republican State Senator who lives in 
Wellesley, in the belly. Joseph Timilty is 
a Democratic Senator who lives in 
Dorchester, at the tip of the neck. Next 
year, if the Governor signs the redistric- 
ting bill, Timilty and Locke will probably 
run against each other. 

Massachusetts politics being what it is, 
it was inevitable that something only 
slightly this side of Alice in Wonderland 
would issue forth from the Legislature’s 
attempt to redesign itself. Once it became 
apparent that there was no. way out of 
creating a black district, the question 
before the Legislature became a more in- 
triguing one: Whose ox shall we gore? 
Creating a black district meant trimming 
parts of Boston from several different 
senatorial districts. It also made it man- 
datory to put two incumbents in one dis- 
trict next election, and David Locke and 
Joe Timilty were the lucky winners on 
that score. 


“A Republican Senatorial seat has been 
endangered — not purposefully, but as a 
result of what we did in Boston. But it is a 
fact that a seat has been invented which 
endangers the incumbency of Senator 
Locke,” says Rep. George Keverian (D.- 
Everett), co-chairman of the redistricting 
committee. 

“Senator Timility was in no way mark- 
ed for the disruption of his district,”’ says 
Sen. Joseph DiCarlo (D.-Revere), the 
other co-chairman. 

“I know the game plan before us; it’s to 
create a black district. Once that’s done, 
the next object is to guarantee the re- 
election of certain members of the club, 
according to their standing in the club, 
Only thirdly are the people considered,” 
says Sen. David Locke (R.-Wellesley). 

“I liked my district the way it was,” 
says Senator Joseph Timilty (D-Boston). 

There are certain magical qualities 
about the new first Suffolk and Norfolk 
district. By law, any senatorial district 
must combine areas which are joined by a 
“community of interests’’. In a great leap 
forward for Massachusetts social plan- 
ning, the Setate has created a com- 


munity of interest between Dorchester 
and Dover, as well as parts of Roslindale 
and Norwood and all of Canton, 
Needham, and Wellesley. Thus, the next 
time busing as a solution for the town’s 
racial imbalance problem becomes an 
issue in Dover, the Senator will be able to 
respond to it on the basis of his experience 
in Dorchester. Likewise, should a big 
developer try to blockbust in Dorchester 
by building high-income housing, the 
Senator’s experience in Dover will serve 
him well. Which all leads us to the 
overwhelming question: 

“Is this a plot against Senator 
Timilty?” — Senate Minority Leader 
John Parker (R.-Taunton). 

The answer is a qualified no. It is 
next to impossible to predict the outcome 
of the first election in the First Norfolk 
and Suffolk District. 

“Joe Timilty has the edge in partisan 
registration,” says Rep. Barney Frank (D- 
Beacon Hill). “But in effect what they did 
is neutralize the district in partisan 
terms. The urban/suburban split will 
neutralize it.” 

This means it is very probable that a 
Democrat in Wellesley would rather vote 
for Republican Locke than Dorchesterite 
Timilty. Timilty knows this, and wants 
out. Locke knows that there are more 
Democrats than Republicans in the new 
district. He wants out too. 

Timilty got into the district through an 
accident of location in the first place. His 
house is in Ward Eighteen, Precinct One, 
in Dorchester, not far from the Milton 
line. Ward 18 has a substantial black pop- 
ulation, which the redistricters thought 
they needed to guarantee a black senator 
in the new district. So into the Black 
District went most of Ward 18. The part 
that was left out is a shoelace which runc 
out of the city and into Canton. 

“The problem was what to do with the 
white people in Ward 18,” says Barney 
Frank. “I suggested at one point that they 
all be asked not to vote. They could all 
sign a pledge that they wouldn’t vote in a 
senatorial election, and we could put 
them all in the district and still have a 
black senator.” 

The Frank plan was not adopted, large- 
ly out of adesire among the leadership of 
the Senate to give Timilty a fighting 
chance. The likelihood of his being 
elected from the black district is small. 
His chances in an overwhelmingly 
Democratic suburban district, at least on 
paper, seem better. 

And what about the people who will be 
represented in these new districts? On the 
surface, they seem apathetic. Although a 
handful of blacks were present during the 
debate on redistricting last week, the 
House and Senate galleries had fewer peo- 
ple in them than the afternoon showing of 
Helen, Queen of the Nauch Girls at the 
Harvard Square Theater. But reliable 
sources report that Elliot Klitzman is 
mad, and it is not a good thing for the 
Democrats that Elliot Klitzman should 
be mad. Elliot Klitzman runs the Inter- 
national Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union 
in this city. A lot of his people live in 
Precinct Four of Ward 18, known as Mat- 
tapan Square. This is in the Dorchester- 
to-Dover-by-way-of-Wellesley district. A 
lot of his people also live in Ward Eigh- 
teen, in Precinct 21. This is in the black 
district. A lot of his people think fair 
representation is being denied them. 
Word has it that the United Automobile 
Workers Union (UAW) in Boston is not 
dancing in the streets over this one either. 
The unions can’t do much to stop the plan 
at this point except perhaps put pressure 
on the Governor, but they can always 
make trouble for the Democratic 
leadership at the next election. 


* * * 


If Sargent does use his veto, two-thirds 
of the legislature can override it. At this 
point, it looks as if there are enough votes 
to override. But don’t count on it. By next 
week, everything may have changed. 

The only thing that is sure at this point 
is that somehow a black will sit in the 
Senate next year, even if this bill fails. 
The committment, noble or pragmatic, to 
design a black district will infuse any 
later legislation.

Once again, Lawrence is bracing for a 
mayoral campaign as filthy as the 
Merrimack River, which runs through 
this toughly working-class, intensely 
politicized city. 

This year, the principal candidates are 
expected to be the incumbent mayor, 
John J. Buckley, and a lawyer and former 
state senator, Albert S. Previte Jr. The 
two are made to order for the kind of 
mayor’s battle which traditionally occu 
in Lawrence. , 

Virtually every campaign staged by 
Buckley, who is 57 and now in his eighth 
term as mayor, has become mired, at one

point or another, in gutter-games. 

Meanwhile, Previte, 44, has shown that 
he’s no babe in the woods when it comes 
to cheap shots. He’s been skulking about 
Lawrence politics since 1950, when, at age 
21, he won a school committee post. And, 
over the years, he’s heaved his share of 
mud. 

Already Previte, clearly an underdog 
against Buckley, is making macabre jokes 
about Buckley’s health, which is rumored 
to be poor. “I’m hoping he’!! die and save 
me the trouble of beating him,’ Previte 
has chortled. 

Previte’s supporters aren’t turned off by 
such remarks. They claim you can’t be too 
vicious in a struegle with Buckley. And 
maybe they are right. 

Buckley, after all, smiled on the rumors 
of sexual promiscuity with which his peo- 
ple pelted Mrs. Kathleen M. Pappalardo, 





the young housewife turned activist who 
electrified Lawrence in 1971 by nearly up- 
setting Buckley. Things got so ugly that, 
at one point, Mrs. Pappalardo was forced 
to circulate copies of her high school 
diploma to show that she hadn’t; as the 
Buckley crowd was cackling, failed to 
finish high school because of an unplann- 
ed pregnancy. 

“I knew Buckley’s campaigns had «4 
reputation for viciousness but I never 
dreamed how much they deserved that 
reputation until I found myself worried 
that the lies his people were spreading 
would hurt my husband and my 
children,”’ said Mrs. Pappalardo, now 26 
and the mother of three sons. “It was ab- 
solutely unreal but the worst part is that 
nonsense like the sexual promiscuity 
thing tended to distract the voters and 
enabled Buckley to get elected without 
ever addressing himself to genuine 
issues.” 

Mrs. Pappalardo wasn’t the first to feel 
the ferocity of the Buckley rumor 
machine. Daniel P. Kiley Jr., a lawyer 
who in 1965 bounced Buckley out of office 
after the latter had reeled off seven 
straight terms, felt it during the 1965 
campaign. 

Again, the most visious of the rumors 
involved the charge of sexual promiscuity. 
This time it was levelled at Kiley’s wife, 
Marcia, who, in reality, is a woman of un- 
questionable integrity. 

In addition, it was whispered in the 
bars and on the corners of Lawrence’s 
heavily Irish-American districts that 
there was a very simple explanation for 
the fact that Kiley had an abundance of 
Italo-Americans backing him—namely, 
that Kiley, an Irish-American himself, 
was fronting for that nebulous thing 
known as the “‘Mafia.” 

But it wasn’t as though the Kiley forces 
took such nonsense lying down. They 
didn’t. They went at Buckley with the 
same sort of tactics, assailing the stability 
of Buckley’s relationship with his wife, 
Gloria, and planting stories which im- 
pugned the reputations of Buckley’s sons. 

Moreover, Kiley backers played the 
ethnic game, accusing Buckley, an 
Irishman, of being anti-Italian, anti- 


Lebanese and anti-French. One-one occa- 
sion, two Kiley supporters went into a 
Franco-American section of Lawrence 
and, posing as Buckley workers, told peo- 
ple that Buckley would like them to vote 
for his re-election but against the re- 
election of a certain Franco-American 
member of the city council. The result: 
That Franco-American section went to 
Kiley in the election. 

But the most vicious of all Lawrence 
mayoral campaigns came in 1955 when 
Buckley, seeking his third term, was 


challenged by Joseph R. Turrissi, then a ~ 


member of the city council. 

Initially, the major issue of the cam- 
paign was a controversial traffic accident 
in which Buckley, several months earlier, 
had been involved. A pedestrian was left 
crippled by the accident. One policeman 
at the scene, John F. O’Neill, tried to 
arrest Buckley for driving under the in- 
fluence of liquor. But another officer, 
Francis Fennessey, found no cause for 
such action and, following a dispute with 
O’Neill, drove the mayor home. O’Neill 
went to one court after another in an 
attempt to get a complaint issued against 
Buckley. No complaint was issued. 

Turrissi, meanwhile, was making 
political hay with the accident. His sup- 
porters dwelled on the event and Turrissi 
circulated a cartoon, showing a drunken 
Buckley driving a car which was in the 
process of running down a pedestrian. 

It looked for a time that Turrissi would 
pull it off and defeat Buckley. But then 
Buckley wheeled out that old standby of 
his, the charge of sexual promiscuity. And 
he put it to Turrissi full force. 

First, the Buckley gang launched a 
furious whisper-campaign which pushed 
the slander that Turrissi’s marriage was 
on the rocks and that Turrissi was making 
whoopee with a beautiful young woman. 
The crushing blow came when a local 
priest began denouncing Turrissi on the 
basis of what the Buckley people were 
spreading around Lawrence. 

So Buckley won the election, apparent- 
ly as a result of the electorate deciding 
that, in the Democratic process, rumours 
of marital infidelity represent a more im- 
portant issue than rumors of drunken 


driving. Certainly no issue attracted more 
public attention than either Turrissi’s 
alleged philandering or Buckley’s traffic 
accident. 

The present mayoral challenger, 
Previte, knows what he’s up against. 
That, he says, is why, at the very outset of 
his campaign, he is going for the jugular. 
You can’t he says, beat Buckley if you 
play it like a Boy Scout. 

Nobody will accuse Previte of playing

like a Boy Scout. In 1965, he allied 
himself with Daniel Kiley in that Kiley- 
Buckley battle and insiders say that 
Previte was responsible for some of the 
most vituperative assaults on Buckley. 
Before that, Previte displayed his capaci- 
ty for political savagery in his 1955 State 
Senate battle with the incumbent at the 
time, Michael A. Flanagan, a man who 
had only one arm. Previte’s people 
promptly pushed unsubstantiated claims 
that Flanagan, who is now dead, was tak- 
ing kickbacks and labelled Flanagan, 
“The One-Armed Bandit.” And Previte 
won the Senate seat. 

Two years later, when he was ousted by 
William X. Wall, Previte learned that low 
blows work both ways. Wall’s supporters 
did severe damage to Previte with stories 
about Previte having an extreme 
weakness for gambling and liquor. 

And now Previte, more ring-wise than 
ever and probably meaner, is running for 
mayor.

“rvin’s Men Steering Clear of CIA-FBI? ~

Maybe the Watergate committee has 
begun to blow it. Erlichman and 
Haldeman slipped through like 
watermelon seeds, nor did they miss a 
chance to reassert their view that 
McGovern’s campaign and the antiwar 
protests that greeted Nixon were sup- 
ported by undisclosed amounts of 
‘Foreign or Communist” money, sources 
otherwise unspecified. Over and over this 
rap came down, andthe closest thing to a 
challenge I saw the good senators muster 
up was Weicker’s posturing defense of 
McGovern — but not of the antiwar 
movement. 

Helms seemed actually to intimidate 
Ervin. Why else would the good chairman 
have tolerated from so involved a figure as 
Helms the ranting assertion that “the CIA 
was not in any way involved in the 
Watergate’? Not involved? On the con- 
trary. Besides the obvious fact that so 
many of the burglars are CIA alumi, 
which deserves its own explanation, there 
is every indication that Helms lost his job 
as CIA director because (with McCord) he 
refuscd to cooperate with Nixon’s plan of 
blaming Watergate on the CIA. The 
senators seemed never to have heard 
about that. Not a word was said. One of 
the really important black corners of the 
Watergate story remains unexplored, that 
of the March confrontation between 
Helms and Nixon leading to Helms’s 
reassignment as ambassador to politically 
critical Iran. Not a single question. 

I called the committee last week while 


Helms was on and conveyed the burden of 


the Seymour Hersh New York Times 
story of May 25 (discussed here 7/24) i.e., 
that the CIA had twice refused to support 
an FBI argument that antiwar activists 
were being funded by Cuba and Algeria, 
both times submitting lengthy reports to 
show that “the radicals were clean.”’ Nix- 
on’s disgust over this was supposedly one 
big cause of his quarrel with Helms. And 
especially since Erlichman and

H.R. Haldeman and John Ehrlichman 
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Haldeman so eagerly promoted the FBI 
view, it might have seemed natural for the 
senators to take this question up with 
Helms. Not a peep. 


Why is this? Is it the senators’ fear that 
an open exploration of the political splits 
that run throughout the federal 
bureaucracy, and more particularly the 
split between the FBI and the CIA, would 
blow people away? Or are they themselves 
so blind, so naive, as not to see it? Can 
they not read about it in McCord’s letter 
to Judge Sirica last March? They will in 
any case have a hard time getting their 
hearings back on track — if indeed that is 
_what they want — without taking the 
“mystery of CIA-FBI struggle over 
domestic security estimates in both hands 
and pulling it open.

Come to the question of foreign gold, it 
will at last be Nixon and not the antiwar 
left that has the explanations to make. 
Example: 

Andreas Papandreou, exiled leader of 
Greece’s center coalition and a big enemy 
of the ruling junta, claimed in his 
newsletter of June that Nixon got secret 


funds from Greece. “. . .As revealed in a 
General Accounting Office investigation 
which released its findings in February 
1973. . .Tom Pappas (of Boston and 
Athens, a big Nixon man from way back) 
made twelve round trips between Athens 
and Washington for Creep in 1972 to bring 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in secret 
funds into the Nixon campaign.” 

I spoke with an official in the elections 
branch of the GAO and found indeed that 
Creep’s records show the twelve Pappas 
roundtrips to Athens and list them 
mysteriously under ‘contributions in 
kind.’’ The GAO does not know what Pap- 
pas did for Creep in Athens, or what he 
got. But I’m sure we would all love to 
know whether or not Papandreou’s claim 
can be substantiated. To my ears it has 
the ring of truth. But a committee that 
will not deal with the FBI-CIA fight hard- 
ly promises to engage the searing truths of 
the upper power structure and discover 
the real clients of the Nixon regime.

Meanwhile in the Sherman Skolnick 
corner Justice is starting to beat back the 
night. 

Skolnick, remember, is the wheelchair- 


bound Chicago private investigator whose 
first violin, Alex Bottos, about a year ago 
infiltrated the Sarelli air-piracy gang, a 
high-technology group specializing for the 
last ten years or so in unsolvable mid- 
flight robberies of valuables transported 
by the commercial airlines. 

Bottos reported the Sarelli gang for a 
November job and the Justice 
Department's elite ‘“‘national strike force” 
lawyers began to prepare an action 
around him as their star witness. Bottos 
meanwhile stayed in touch with the gang 
and so, according to Skolnick, found out 
that it was also involved in the sabotage 
and robbery of United 553 last December 
in Chicago, a crash in which some 45 peo- 
ple were killed, a dozen of whom Skolnick 
says were somehow connected with 
Watergate, chief of these being Dorothy 
Hunt, Creep paymistress and wife of E. 
Howard Hunt. 

This discovery startled the JD into jail- 
ing Bottos for 40 days early last spring 
and dropping the case against Sarelli. 
Bottos got out of the Federal Hospital 
Prison in April, mainly on the doing of an 
Indiana watchdog commission, but then 
had to face trial on charges of imper- 
sonating an FBI agent. 

Skolnick writes, ‘During the trial, two 
FBI agents perjured themselves in 
attempting to frame Bottos. One of the 
government’s former key witnesses, 
Ronald E. Wheeler, testified that the FBI 
used threats to try to get Wheeler to 
testify against Bottos. The government’s 
case blew up when the federal prosecutor 
said Wheeler signed a sworn statement 
asserting that Bottos claimed he was a 
special federal agent — and then could 
not produce a copy of the statement.” 

On July 27, after a week-long trial, the 
federal court jury took less than a half 
hour to find Bottos innocent of all 
charges. 

It is as though a very heavy door is 
beginning to swing open.

Someone complained that people came to 
meetings only when something terrible 
happened, and that when things quieted 
down they lost interest, and “it goes back 
‘o business as usual.” 

Bollings took the floor again. ‘“‘Do the 
Italians rip off each other on Hanover 
Street? No! Because they take care of 
their own. And as soon as we start taking 
care of our own we'll start to have secure 
streets at night.” 


From Mattapan, the North End looks 
like a haven of tranquility, but Hanover 
Street is not always as safe as its residents 
would like. During the winter, a voluntary 
neighborhood patrol was formed in an 
attempt to reduce the number of 
burgularies. That patrol was disbanded 
after a couple of months because Little 
City Hall manager Charles Falco felt that 
“These vigilantes. . . can get out of hand. 
We have other ways of dealing with com- 
munity problems here. Some way or other 
we have a way of finding the source of the 
crime. . . And before it goes any further we 
come down with the fist. We start talking 
to people. 


‘In the North End on a Saturday after- 
noon you walk around and you can smell 
the spaghetti and meat balls,” Falco said. 
“We have it all in common. Almost like a 
reservation. We have customs, heritage 
the same. We have roots here. . . ethnic 
backround. We have respect for each 
other. Kids have respect for their parents. 





They need to have that. . . because if the 
parents can’t control them, who the hell 
can control them?” Ethnic identity may 
work in the North End, but what about 
the racially mixed neighborhoods that 
comprise most of the city? Falco 
answered, “I don’t have answers for 
everything. We were always able to take 
care of our own. . . but this business of try- 
ing to mix racial groups. . .”” He sat back, 
folded his hands across his stomach, and 
shook his head slowly from side to side. “‘I 
don’t see an answer to that.” 


No Answer 


Walter Jabzanka doesn’t have the 
answer either, but as acting director of the 
Mayor’s Safe Streets Committee he 
spends most of his time trying to find one. 
Citizen security is one of the categories in 
the federal Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration’s funding, and the Safe 
Streets Committee has taken advantage 


of that federal offer to the tune of $300,000. 


a year for Boston proper. Jabzanka has 
organized six programs throughout the 
city with those funds, ranging from com- 
munity patrols to recreational equipment 
and educational programs about the best 
hardware (locks, lights, screens) for 
security. He, like Falco, mistrusts patrols. 

“Volunteer groups start with great furor 
and passion, but the fervor dies down 
when you’re walking a route. Paid or 
volunteer, there are very few successful 
neighborhood patrols in the country,” 
Jabzanka said. “And then there’s the 
problem of vigilante groups that become 
power-hungry, authority-hungry. A guy 
gets turned on by the uniform and really 
thinks he’s Napoleon.” He mentioned one 


such situation in a western Massachusetts 
city where the neighbors retaliated by 
“beating the crap out of the patrolman. 
That was the end of their vigilante force.” 
Still, Jabzanka likes to see neighborhood 
patrols organized to take a hand in crime 
control. 


Bromley Heath Patrol 


“Tt’s bullshit to say security is a job 
only for the pros, the cops. They just don’t 
have the time to go after everything you 
wish they could.’’ Because be feels that 
way, Jabzanka spends $150,000 of the 
LEAA funds a year to support a paid 
neighborhood patrol in the high-crime 
community of Bromley-Heath out by 
Mission Hill where the South End, 
Jamaica Plain and Roxbury merge. “It’s 
the best example of a patrol in Boston,” 
he said. He could add that it’s the only 
paid patrol in Boston, but that fact 
speaks for itself. No other patrol can af- 
ford the equipment (radios, uniforms) or 
a staff of 14 full-timers. 

When.the funds became available for a 
community patrol, the tenants at the 
Bromley-Heath housing project voted to 
decide what hours the patrol would be on 
duty. They chose daylight hours, the 
hours most of them were at work and 
away from their apartments. 

“Since the patrol started, in the 
daytime everything is cool,” Bill Mallory 
said. Mallory, 25, was a mechanic before 
he got married. He lives in Bromley- 
Heath (as do all the patrolmen) and says 
that a major problem is the lack of a 
balanced community. “This place is 
mostly women and children and old 
people,” he said. That’s why he decided 


to join the patrol nine months ago. Now 
he spends his days walking through the 
project, talking to the kids, helping the 
old people get to the hospital if they need 
care or therapy. He checks out the area for 
unfamiliar cars, cars that may have been 
stolen and abandoned. He climbs up six 
or seven flights of stairs (the elevators 
rarely work) with his partner Garfield 
(“Butch”) Smith, and looks around on 
the roof. It’s a favorite place for purse- 
snatchers to take their haul, to empty the 
pocketbooks on the rooftops, and leave 
them empty in a pile. On the way down, 
patrolmen Smith and Mallory walk 
around each floor, checking doors to be 
sure tenants have locked them. If doors 
aren’t latched, they lock them. 


In 14 months, the Bromley-Heath 
patrol has proven itself effective in 
cementing community relations and sen- 
sitivity to fellow neighbors’ problems. 
They’ve lectured kids about drugs, and 
have planted in Bromley-Heath a sense of 
security, a sense there is someone to call 
for help when the police don’t arrive fast 
enough. Just seeing them strolling 
around, radio in hand, gives tenants the 
feeling that someone would be there to 
help if help were needed. Actually, there’s 
not much the patrols can do except 
provide this feeling. They aren’t authoriz- 
ed to carry weapons. They carry hand- 
cuffs and bullet-deflecting shields dis- 
guised as clopboards. They’ve come a way 
since the first days on patrol when their 
brown uniforms prompted neighborhood 
kids to call them Texas Rangers, Smokey 
the Bear, and Brownies. 

“The kiss of death is to boom these guys 
too high,” Sgt. Walter O’Neill said.

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O’Neill is patrol supervisor of the Boston 
police housing division. He helped train 
the Bromley-Heath patrol in self-defense, 
and sits on the monitoring committee 
that hires the neighborhood patrolmen for 
the $7,000 or $8,000 a year full-time posts. 

“I feel for them. I’ve got maternalistic 
feelings for these: guys,”’ O’Neill said. “I 
won't say the patrol isn’t a useful tool. I 
don’t want to see them put out. I worry 
about them sometimes. They don’t have 
weapons — can’t carry them — and they 
could get hurt. 

“These are well-meaning people. Oh, 
maybe they exaggerate their ac- 
complishments. But they have a patrol 
that works because of a couple of people 
there who are really sincere. And putting 
a few males on the street gives the place 
there at Bromley a feeling of security.” 

‘I’m not taking any credit away from 
them. But I’m just saying that even with 
well-meaning people it takes just a few 
foul balls, and you’re out.” 


The Jewish Patrol 


O'Neill spoke of another patrol group, 
this a voluntary vigilante, the forces of the 
Jewish Defense League and the Jewish 
Survival Legion. ‘It was a rat race when 
those synagogue bombings and _ house 
bombings were going on in Mattapan 
against the Jewish people. You had to feel 
bad for those people. One old man came 
in here.so badly beaten up. He didn’t 
complain, just pulled up his sleeve and 
showed me a tatoo — a concentration 
camp number. It was a rat race out there. 
So help me, listening to stories of what 
was happening. . .my ears would ring.”

“Every Jew, a .22,”’ is a JDL slogan that 
the Boston Jewish patrol forces have 
taken to heart. Their forces are the best 
trained, and most well-equipped in the ci- 
ty. Membership in the patrol is allowed 
only if the applicant passes the tough psy- 
chiatric exam recognized to be tougher 
than the Boston police exam. Self-defense 
training, including judo and karate, and 
weekly rifle training come next. Then the 
JDL cr Survival Legion patrolman is 
ready to join a unit: one person is in 
charge of ammunition, one for equipment 
(i.e., the customary rifle in the trunk, 
plastic police riot sticks, mace, and other 
firearms) one for communications, and 
one is in charge of intelligence. The unit 
travels together in one car as part of a 
patrol operation of three or four un- 
marked cars. They’ve been patrolling 
once a week in Mattapan, as well as 
Brookline, and other predominately 
Jewish areas since 1968. These patrols are 
on call 24 hours a day, every day. 

One of the JDL patrol leaders describes 
the difference between their long- 
successful patrol, and other voluntary 
defense patrols: ‘““The reason we survive 
as a patrol is that our members accept 
this duty as routine, boring, but very 
necessary. When nothing happens, then 
we are effective, then we are successful. 
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Discipline is a key word. You have to ° 


realize that there will be no visible 
results, and probably no long-term results 
of a successful patrol. The committment 
is to maintain a committment to devote 
large amounts of time to a really boring 
activity.” 

The JDL leader pulled out a pile of 
blue-black berets from a box. “‘Our only 
uniform,”’ he said. He swung the three 
foot long, seven pound police club. “With 
proper training, it can be effective as a 
pistol. 

‘Almost everything we do is within the 
law,” some of the JDL patrolmen explain- 
ed. “But we’re prepared for anything 
that’s necessary. We are prepared to use 
physical violence to counter people, but

we don’t use a show of force. We arise 
from the philosophy, ‘never again.’ If 
someone has burned down a synagogue, 
then by whatever means it takes, we make 
sure he won’t burn down any more syn- 
agogues,” one JDL patrolman said. 

“If that means we have to break his 
fingers,” another added, “then we break 
his fingers.”

preservation of property seem to be as 
effective in their own quiet way as the 
JDL. LEAA funds have allowed the 
Mayor’s Safe Streets Committee to 
organize community activity groups in 
the D Street housing project in Southie, 
and in the Savmore section of Roxbury 
(bounded by Savin, Moreland, Blue Hill, 
and Warren Streets). The funds also help 
sponsor a neighborhood patrol that con- 
cérns itself mostly with community 


Square areas under the South End 
Neighborhood Action Program. Bumper 
stickers in Spanish and English are pass- 
ed out in these neighborhoods — they 
read “Don’t Buy Stolen Goods.” To help 
people hang onto valuables or improve the 
chance of their return if stolen, the 
neighborhood workers engrave stereo sets, 
television sets and other valuables with 
the owner’s social security number. In- 
cidental aid through the LEAA provides 
funds for recreation equipment for South 
End kids and for scout posts and baseball 
teams to “keep the kids from getting 
bored enough to get in trouble,” according 
to Jabzanka. 


The most important factor in 
neighborhood self-defense against crime 
can’t be brought with all the LEAA funds 
in the country. It’s an attitude. It’s the 
feeling that someone besides you cares 
when a thief breaks into your house, or 
cares if you are attacked on the street. It’s 
the feeling of responsibility for the whole 
community that is apparently fostered in 
a place like the North End. 


Charles Falco sat in his office at Little 
City Hall, talking about the crime 
problem, speaking in low tones that made 
it hard to understand much of what he 
was saying without leaning across the 
desk. There was lots of commotion in out- 
er offices, mostly in Italian. A little girl 
with dark curly hair pulled her tiny 
brother right into the manager’s office, 
past all the desks and the shouting in the 
room, came around the corner smiling at 


_Falco and said, “Charley, where’s the 


bathroom?” 


He grinned a wide, wide grin, told her 
where it was, and said, ‘Don’t you see 
what it takes? I’m Charley to that kid and 
whoever else wants to talk to me. They 
don’t have to feel like they can’t talk. 
They don’t have to feel like they won’t be 
heard or they have nothing to say. They’re 
not afraid. . . they’re learning that they’re 
part of a community from little ones up. 
You start them that way, and they have a 
good chance of turning out the kind of 
people who will look out for their com- 
munity family. Then you don’t need to 
worry. They’re going to take care of you 
when you’re an old guy on e street.”

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Weaponry Still High on ‘Nixon's Priorities

Some folks out there may be thinking 
that because Nixon ‘got us out of Viet- 
nam’’ and has closed a lot of 
Massachusetts naval yards, he’s aiming 
at peace. 

But if the current Administration is 
aiming in that direction, it doesn’t seem 
very satisfied with its present weaponry. 
And Congressional priorities on domestic 
vs. military spending, according to one 
Washington source, are not yet clear. 

The people at SANE recently did some 
comparisons between the U.S. Budget for 
domestic programs and Department of 
Defense requests for Fiscal Year 1974. 
Some of their point by point analysis 
follows. 

Overall, what ‘“‘Nixon’s Priorities’’ show 
is a huge increase in military spending 
and corresponding decrease in the °74 
budget for domestic programs. The $172 
billion budget, which Congress has 
accepted as the ceiling, minus a couple of 
hundred thousand which could show how 
cost conscious our legislators are, show 
that over half of your tax money is going 
to support your not-so-friendly military- 
industrial complex. 

The DOD asking for FY ’74 is $80.5 
billion, or 46.9 percent of the total. That 
does not include an additional $6.5 billion 
(3.8 percent) for ‘Other military” costs, 
nor another $12.2 billion for Veterans’ 
programs (the Veterans component is 
listed under domestic spending, and is 
part of $18.6 billion for Housing and Ur-

ban Development, Space, Science and 
Veterans. 

Nor do the over-all figures guarantee 
that all civilian programs will be used for 
peaceful activity. As Sen. James 


Abourezk discovered, in 1971 the Ad- 
ministration was not above funneling 
$400,000 from the Food for Peace program 
into a program to build “the new tiger 
cages’ on Con Son Island. 


(Sen. Kennedy has noted that, although 
the Nixon group has said it was ter- 
minating aid in 1974 to Thieu’s political 
prisons, more than $15.2 million has been

BALTIMORE — Some guys have all 
the luck: (a) By all rights, Pudge Fisk 
came out on top in his fight with Thur- 
man Munson, but he emerged looking like 
he’d just gone ten rounds with the Pink 
Panther because somewhere in mid-fight 
Gene Michael raked his face with poorly- 
manicured nails; (b) The Red Sox took 3 
out of 4 from the Yankees, knocking New 
York out of first place. What do they get 
as a reward? They (c) get to play five 
games against the first-place Orioles, 
followed by (d) three more against the 
first-place Royals. 

And, of course, there was Rogelio 
Moret. Julito had started twice before in 
the course of this season. The first time he 
was pitching a shutout in Cleveland when 
he was injured in a collision at first base 
in the sixth inning. That was in April. He 
started again in July and beat the 
Yankees 1-0 in New York. After his first 
start Moret wound up on the disabled list. 
After his second he went back to the 
bullpen.

Unhappily, Ray 
Culp, a wonderful man who pitched some 
of the best baseball of his career for the 
Red Sox, will not be around to share 
whatever this season brings. Trying to 
come back after a shoulder operation, 
Culp’s physical ills were compounded

Are You Ready? It’s World Team Tennis!

Okay, babies, you’re probably wonder- 
ing why I called you all here today. Well, 
you’re not going to believe this, but we 
just picked up the contract to advance 
another ‘‘most momentousoccasion in the 
history of sport.’”’ And believe me, this 
isn’t just big, babies. This is supreme 
supreme. Bigger than the winner-take-all 
leg wrestling match between Frank Per- 
due and one of his chickens. And a 
helluva lot more marketable than the 
Geritol drinking contest between Bobby 
Riggs and Mae West. Are you ready? 
World. . .-.Team Tennis. Nah, not 
World Team Tiddleywinks,Harvey,7ennis. 

As World Team Tennis held its first 
player draft Friday morning in the Sports 
Illustrated Auditorium in New York, 
brought to us live and in color by the same 
people who gave us the World Hockey 
Association last year (and you laughed 
then, right?), the consensus seemed to be 
that this was the biggest thing to happen 
in the realm of children’s games since 
Vince Lombardi invented God. 

“This is a memorable occasion for all of 
us assembled here,’’ chirped Dennis 
Murphy, one of the founders of WHA and 
the president of WTT. “This is not only 
one of the biggest events in the history of 
sports in the United States, gentlemen. 
But the entire world.” 

“It is simply one of the most historic 
moments in the history of professional 
sports,” echoed George MacCall, the new 
league’s commisioner. ‘‘Never before have 
men and women been selected in the 
same draft.” 

And so the quiet youngish owners of the 
league’s sixteen franchises, all psyched 
up and Gucci-ed up, assembled in the S.I. 
Auditorium. A big white tote board stood 
at the head of the room on a large stage, 
with green cards carrying the names of the 
teams and the order in which they would 
select on the first round. Mary Ann Gross, 
the fourth runner-up in the Miss USA 
contest, was introduced as the “assistant 
scorekeeper.” As the team announced 
their selections, she would slink across 
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Kerry Melville: Boston’s First 


the stage and paste the player’s name up. 
Lennie Blum, the slick owner of the San 
Diego team, immediately tried to draft her 
and was declared out of order by McCall. 
Blum obviously could: not sense the 
historic-ness of the situation. 

The state was also outfitted — are ycu 
ready for this, game show fans? — with 
two large 30-second clocks. For the first 
five rounds, the teams would have three 
minutes to make their pick. When there 
was one minute left, a man standing off to 
the side with a stop watch would call out, 
“One.” At thirty seconds, the clock would 
begin to run down. If a team didn’t make: 
their selection in time, a buzzer would 
sound. 

There were some interesting sidelights 
to the event. The “‘top ten players in the 
world” were allowed to make a deal with 
whatever team they wished. If they did, 
all that happened was their team forfeited 
its first draft choice. Billie Jean King 
shocked all assembled — except the 
owners — by going with Philadelphia. 
John Newcombe went with Houston. 

Also, a man-woman tandem could be 
taken as an “entry.”’ Thus, in the fifth- 
round, Cleveland took Clark and Carole 
Graebner (‘“‘Carole and Clark Graebner,”’ 
MacCall corrected sternly). But Collins 
immediately demanded that Jimmy Con- 
nors and Chris Evert should have been 
selected in the same way. 

The drafting itself was faintly reminis- 
cent of a political convention. ‘‘Boston is 
proud to announce as its first draft pick,” 
Boston owner Ray Ciccolo called out, 
“Kerry Melville.” Joe Zingale practically 
had a Borgasm when he announced that 
his team, Cleveland, was'selecting the 16- 
year old blond basher, Bjorn Borg. 

Ciccolo is the prototype WTT owner. A 
34-year old from Boston, he has held 
season’s tickets to all the pro teams in 
town for ten years. He owns Volvo Village 
in Newton, and when he heard about 
WTT, he immediately came up with the 
$50,000 required to get a franchise. He

and the Red Sox have now engaged in 
three rhubarbs this year, two of them in- 
volving Fisk. The mere fact that this one 
was with the Yankees, though, is suf- 
ficient to provoke some _ interesting 
memories, since the last time it happened 
the Red Sox went on to win the pennant. 
In 1967 Thad Tillotsen hit Joe Foy with a 
pitch, Jim Lonborg hit Tillotsen, and 
when they finally pulled the combatants 
apart the participants still swinging look- 
ed like the assembled Sons of Italy — 
Petrocelli, Pepitone, Conigliaro, et. al. 
Rico didn’t throw a punch this time. (“I 
couldn’t find another Italian to fight,’”’ he 
said.) 





This time it was two catchers. Munson 
resents Fisk to begin with, both for the 
publicity he gets and for the non- 
unrelated reason that Pudge massively 
outpolled him in the voting for the All- 
Star team. Plus, says Munson, Fisk won’t 
talk to him whén hecomesto bat, whatever 
that has to do with baseball. in any case, 
with Munson on third and Felipe Alou on 
first, the Yanks tried a suicide squeeze 
with Michael, an excellent bunter, at the 
plate. The perfect irony of the situation is 
that had John Curtis thrown a good pitch 
the entire matter would have been avoid- 
ed and the Yankees, would have in all 
probability, won the game. But Duffield 
threw a curve into the dirt, Michael miss- 
ed it, and then, with Munson charging in 
from third, got in Fisk’s way. Pudge push- 
ed the shortstop out of the baseline,tagged 
Munson, and got knocked flat on his ass 
with Munson on top of him. Kicking the 


New York catcher off to see if he could 
make a play on Alou, Fisk managed to an- 
tagonize Thurmon sufficiently that he 
came up swinging. Enter Carl 
Yastrezemski and Munson’s one-time 
roommate Curtis, who pulled the com- 
batants apart. Just as they had been 
separated, Michael reached over and 
clawed Fisk’s face, which precipitated the 
free-for all. (‘‘You look,’’ observed 
Spaceman Lee, who missed the affair by 
situating himself in the whirlpool before it 
started, “like he hit you with his purse.”’) 

And Danny Cater slept through the 
whole thing. 

Everyone concurred that it was Michael 
who was, in fact, at fault, and had Alou 
not been on second with the winning run, 
Gene would quite certainly have tasted 
some Fenway Park dirt. While the Red 
Sox do not plan to announce the event in 
advance, the next time the teams play 
Michael will be going down. 

If the Red Sox had played the Tigers 
the same way they’ve played the rest of 
the league they would now be leading the 
division by over forty percentage points (if 
you throw out the Detroit games, the Sox 
are 16 games over .500), but if the early- 
season logic holds true it is Baltimore that 
the Bostons have to beat. The reasoning, 
which has largely been borne out, is that 
somebody else will take care of the Tigers. 
The other two contenders square off 
against each other this weekend. Ergo, 
one deduces, (unless somebody sweeps in 
Detroit), if the Red Sox take four of the 
five games here they will go to Kansas 
City in first place, or, with three wins, be 
only a half-game out. 

One also deduces that should somebody 
sweep here the other team can call it a 
season.

says he became sold on tennis when he 
saw Chris Evert defeat Billie Jean King in 
Fort Lauderdale last year. Ciccolo’s 1- 
year old daughter is named, not entirely 
coincidentally, Christine. 

“This league is in the right place in the 
right time.’’ he said. ‘‘With these 
franchises, we are going to provide the 
biggest fan identification in the history of 
the game. And that’s who this league is 
going to be for — the fans. We want to 
make tennis as interesting and exciting as 
we possibly can.” 

There were 29 cities represented at the 
initial meeting for the league held early 
this year in Florida. There is already an 
authentic waiting list — including people 
like Baltimore’s Abe Pollin — for the 
league’s first expansion. And despite the 
fact that the International Lawn Tennis 
Federation has threatened to expel any of 
its members who so much as double- 
faults in the new league, there was much 
optimism.around meetings this week that 
team tennis was certainly an idea whose 
time had come. 

The concept will feature match play 
between both men and women players un- 
der simplified playing rules (no “add,” 
and a sudden-death tie breaker when 
games are tied at five-all).. A mixed 
doubles match is set as the deciding 
match, if the teams tie at two matches 
apiece. The WTT will play its schedule 
between May and July (after the World 
Championship Tennis tour is completed). 
There will be a schedule break to allow 
players to compete in Wimbledon during 
the Two Weeks in June. 

Ciccolo, a charming, enthusiastic in- 








dividual who may be team tennis’ first 
True Believer, was quite happy with his 
selections: Kerry Melville, Nikki Pilic, 
Roger Taylor, Charlie Pasarell, Ismail El 
Shafei, Sharon Walsh, Paul Gerken (from 
Connecticut), Mike Estep, Ian Tiriac, 
Jeanne Evert. He says that he will be 
quite content to sign five of these people. 

“There are going to be people who are 
going to sneer and snicker at us at first,” 
said Ciccolo, a graduateof Boston Univer- 
sity. “But all I have to say to them is, 
stand by and watch. This is a whole new 
ballgame.” 

There are those who are not exactly 
lighting candles for the new league’s 
success — Donald Dell and Lamar Hunt 
among them, and some players (Stan 
Smith, Evonne Goolagong) have already 
announced that they are not going to 
play. But there was a lot of good young 
money hanging around the Time-Life 
Building, and most of the nouveau riche 
looked like they were right out of the 
Charles O. Finley “School of American 
Sports Owners. The first portents of 
salesmanship were encouraging. Pancho 
Gonzalez will coach the Cleveland 
franchise. Billie Jean will be player-coach 
at Philadelphia. Bobby Riggs was 
selected on the ninth round by Chicago, 
and who knows what he might do? 

In fact, who knows where this all might 
end? Perhpas we will someday see the 
first WTT Super Bowl, with Pancho Gon- 
zales holding a prayer service in the locker 
room — in Spanish — and Bud Collins 
saying, ‘““Ohhhhh, a top-spin Hail Mary 
by Pancho!”’ Billie Jean King will write a 
book, Coaching My Way: The Feminine 
Ms-tique. 

And Commisioner George MacCall, 
after taking courses in Pete Rozelle, will 
suspend Riggs for gambling.

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The Patriots: A Sensation of Deja Vu

CANTON, Ohio—For six months 
Chuck Fairbanks had been assiduously 
studying the 1972 New England Patriots 
game films. He needn’t have. In the space 
of two minutes and seven seconds, the 
1973 edition managed to recreate an en- 
capsulated rendition of a whole year 
providing an overwhelming sensation of 
deja vu for the benefit of a lot of people 
who would just as soon forget. 


First presumably for the benefit of 
spectator Woody “3 Yards and a Cloud of 
Dust”’ Hayes, the Patriots staged their 
own peculiar version of the running play. 
It is called one yard anda pile of bodies. 
On the second play Josh Ashton fared 
slightly better, and on third down with six 
yards to go, Jim Plunkett dropped back to 
pass in the face of an all-out San Fran- 
cisco blitz. Plunkett picked up the blitz 
but nobody picked up the blitzers, and 
the New England quarterback was 
promptly deep-sixed. The whole 
enchilada. 


It was a familiar enough event. It had 
happened no less than 44 times last 
season and it was to happen five more 
times on Saturday afternoon, but Jim 
Plunkett slowly got back to his feet and 
trotted to the bench knowing he was right 
back home again. Cedric Hardman, who 
specializes in this sort of thing (he made 
all three 49er tackles on that first series) 
had dropped him for a loss of 11 yards. To 
complete the '72 flashback, rookie punter 


Bruce Barnes hung one up high enough 
that the kick coverage surrounded Mike 
Simpson, sufficiently unnerving him that 
the ball bounced off his shoulder pads and 
ten yards back upfield, where there were 
plenty of Forty-Niners but no Patriots. 

Pats’ Player Personnel Director Bucko 
Kilroy sighed, moaned, and buried his 
head in his hands. “If I didn’t know 
better, I’d swear those guys in the white 
uniforms were the Patriots,” he was told.” 

Bucko moaned again. Later he ad- 
vanced the theory that perhaps the addi- 
tion of John Hannah to the offensive line 
might help. It was politely pointed out 
that not even John Hannah can block 
seven guys at once, and since evidently no 
one else can block anybody, well...

The New Era, the Fairbanks Era, 
dawned quite unauspiciously. After they 
were inducted into the Pro Football Hall 
of Fame, Raymond Berry, Jim Marshall, 
and Joe Schmidt should have been 
rewarded by being allowed to go home. 
John Brodie, after marching the San 
Franciscos down the field for a field goal, 
was. He left the game and was not seen 
again, but of course his mates didn’t real- 
ly need him. 49er backup Steve Spurrier, 
in fact, was used only for one series 
himself, leaving second-year quarterback 
Joe Reed in control for the balance of the 
game. With Ron Bolton plaving corner- 
back like somebody put sopors in his 


Wheaties and the corner linebackers 
wandering around in a similarly dazed 
state, the largely-untested Reed passed 
the Patsies silly. He completed 11 of 16 
passes, or 70 percent, which is, incidental- 
ly, a figure higher than the percentage of 
incumbent Patriots still around from last 
year. But the real point was that despite 
the new bodies and the new uniforms, 
these were still the Patriots, and if Chuck 
Fairbanks was not accustomed to losing 
his charges were. Last Saturday at 
Fawcett Field in Canton he undoubtedly 
recognized the magnitude of the challenge 
he faces. New coaches, particularly new 
Patriot coaches, invariably arrive on the 
scene evincing an optimism surpassed 
only by Boston College sports publicists, 
and are quickly brought back to earth. 
After six months of very hard work, Chuck 
Fairbanks had finally seen them play 
football, and he did not like what he saw. 

“Of course I’m disappointed, he said. 
What were his impressions of his first pro 
game? 

“Well,” he sighed. “It was awfully 
long.” 

“IT wouldn’t be disappointed,’’ added 
winning coach Dick Nolan. ‘“‘He’s a fine 
coach but he’s facing the same problems I 
did four years ago. He’s got to learn his 
personnel, and of course it’s going to take 
time. But your team (the Patriots) is go- 
ing to improve, you'll see the difference in 
a couple of years.” 

In a couple of years. That, of course is 


what it’s all about. While 14, or 35 percent 
of the players who lost 11 games last year, 
are now elsewhere, 26, or 65 percent of 
them, are still around, but for how long no 
one knows. The guessing is here that when 
the season opens there will be just about 
twenty returnees still on the roster. 

Two veterans went the way of the 
passenger pigeon after Saturday’s perfor- 
mance. Daryl Johnson, who was barely 
used, was chopped the next day.

The Gainsville Eight—seven members 
of the Vietnam Veterans Against the War 
and a supporter—are being tried with 
conspiracy to plan an assault on the 
Republican National Convention with 
automatic weapons, crossbows, slingshots 
and “fried marbles.” 

The veterans’ organization has insisted 
from the outset that the charges are com- 
pletely unfounded — and that they are 
based on the unsupported testimony of 
several paid government informers. The 
indictments against the eight men were 
handed ‘down by a federal grand jury 
headed by Guy Goodwin, the Justice 
Department’s “conspiracy and radical ex- 
pert.” 

Until last week, Goodwin, himself, was 
scheduled to act as the prosecutor during

Judge Arnow, in an unprecedented 
order, has slapped a sweeping gag order 
against the defendants, attorneys, 
witnesses and V.V.A.W. supporters in- 
volved in the case.

None 
of us is, by amy means, a “movement 
superstar” or even well known among our 
contemporaries.

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Prisons and Press: A Question of Access

Saturated with Watergate as we all are 
there is an irresistable temptation to beat 
the Ervin committee at the game, find the 
hidden links it hasn’t yet stumbled over, 
and tie the week’s events to the Big Story. 
It gives our lives a compelling illusion of 
order, that we are so clever to have 
perceived and understood the pattern un- 
derlying seemingly random and uncon- 
trolled happenings. But it is not an illu- 
sion in the sense that Watergate is a cor- 
rect metaphor for our political system, 
not, as we are always told about Vietnam, 
a horrible aberration. (Mary McCarthy 
recently suggested in the New York 
Review of Books that the public outrage 
over Watergate is an attempt to wash out 
the much more unmanageable guilt of 
Vietnam. 

There were riots at Oklahoma 
State Prison (“the reason the place ex- 
ploded is because we do not treat our in- 
mates humanely,” a state legislator told 
the TV news), at the Leavenworth federal 
pen, and prison union* elections at 
Walpole last week. Of course it all fits 
together. 

In Boston last week author/reporter 
George McMillan (who lives next door to 
the Ellsbergs in Cambridge) went to 
federal district court to get an interview 
with Leavenworth inmate Larry John Ray 
for a book McMillan is doing on the 
prisoner’s brother, James Earl Ray. The 
issue with some variations is also being 
contested in a Seattle, Washington court, 
a Washington D.C. court, and of course 
here. Does the press have the right of 
access to prison inmates? Does the public 
have the right to know what goes on in a 
publicaly funded institution that happens 
to be a prison? 

The answer from the court in 


Seattle, Washington, has been no. The 
justification is that the prison administra- 
tion knows best what is good for inmates 
and unrestricted media access is no good. 
It’s a familiar argument: father knows 
best; there are some things you can’t 
know for your own good. 

Norman Carlson, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Prisons, offers related 
arguments in his affidavit on the 
McMillan case. ‘If ever a matter was 
replete with overtones of internal affairs 
and of smuggling contraband both in and 
out of the prison, the apparent difficulties 
and headaches in arranging times and 
facilities for such interviews, the 
problems of assuring proper security for 
the visiting members of the press, and 
many other problems” make it impossi- 
ble, Carlson testifies, for McMillan to in- 
terview Ray. 


The Big Wheel 


Second, Carlson rolls out “the big 
wheel” doctrine, that reporters have a dis- 
ruptive effect on the prison. ‘‘News 
reporters and presumably authors are 
frequently interested in the inmate who 
has been a management problem to the 
institution. In the opinion of prison of- 
ficials, interviews with such inmates 
would tend to develop leadership ranks in 
the inmate population and exaggerate the 
importance of those having a hostile view 
toward prison life. This could, in turn, en- 
courage others to adopt the same hostile 
approach.”’ The answer to that one is sim- 
ple. As D.C. District Court Judge Gessell 
wrote in a decision allowing the 
Washington Post to interview federal 
prisoners the ‘“‘big wheel doctrine has the 
obvious purpose of stultifying dissent.”’ 


Gessell’s decision has been appealed by 
the government which also won a stay of 
his order allowing interviews while the 
case is in litigation. The Boston Globe has 
filed a friend of the court brief in the 
Washington Post case supporting the 
Post. But so far the Globe has done little 
but politely object in its editorial columns 
that its own reporter is being kept out of 
Walpole. 

Some of the basic questions have been 
touched on in another case here. Then 
Walpole inmate Danny Nolan fought for 
the right to write the press about prison 
conditions and won the case on appeal in 
1971. The decision by circuit judge Coffin 
claims “the right of the public to hear” 
and points out that public interest in 
prisons may be the only hope for prison 
reform. “That prisoners themselves have 
recently begun to realize the importance 
of a public awareness to any real prospect 
of change is increasingly demonstrated. 
The frequency of striking and rioting in 
the prisons may well derive, at least in 
part, from this realization. Often, one of 
the prisoner “demands” in the course of a 
strike or riot is that press access to the 
prison be broadened in some respect.” 
This was certainly true during the recent 
work stoppage at Walpole. 

The question of media access turns on 
basic assumptions about the penal 
system. To the extent prisons are main- 
tained as they are now to punish people 
found guilty of crimes, to the extent 
retribution is the guiding notion of a cor- 
rections system, philosophies that 
withdraw and limit the privileges and 
rights of prisoners will prevail. The not so 
absurd extension of that argument is that 
rules are necessary, any rules, so that 
prisoners can learn to accept society’s 


rules once released. Rules, the argument 
goes, also function as a deterrent both to 
prisoners and members of the public who 
thus are less likely to commit crimes. As 
Coffin writes, these ideas rest on the no- 
tion that “it is a moral good that a person 
who has been convicted of a crime should 
suffer.” 

As prisoners realize, it is these basic 
issues the public will have to come to 
grips with before there is any real change 
in our criminal justice system. To this 
end, an eclectic group representing some 
15 different civic organizations met in 
Cambridge last Wednesday to begin to 
politicize the issue of prison reform. ‘““We 
have to admit the reform movement fail- 
ed. We’ve allowed the old guard to gain 
control again,” Lou Brin, long time prison 
reformer said last week. The system will 
not turn itself around. 

The new coalition’s first order of 
business is to force media access to 
Walpole. Senator Jack Backman is plan- 
ning to rally a group of state legislators 
and news people to storm the walls some 
time this week. 

Meanwhile, the administration, from 
the governor’s office to prison officials, 
continues to play its cat and mouse game. 
When the heat builds up it lets the steam 
out of the situation by allowing reporters 
in for a few hours every few weeks. No 
promises of when if ever they may return. 
After ignoring a Phoenix request filed 
with all proper circumstance, the gover- 
nor’s office finally agreed to let this 
reporter interview prisoners this Tuesday. 

Of course they would all be happier if 
we would just go home and forget about 
the whole show. As Col. Moriarty, 
Walpole Superintendent, explained to

Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan (D. Mass) has introduced 
impeachment proceedings 
against the President. 

In a statement delivered on 
the floor of the House of 
Representatives, the 
Congressman said “I have come 
to the point where I must follow 
my convictions and my con- 
science and recommend that the 
House of Representatives pursue 
its duty under Article 2 Section 4 
of the Constitution which 
provides for the impeachment of 
the President.”’ 

The Congressman indicated 
that the recent revelation that 
President Nixon conducted a 
totally secret air war in Cam- 
bodia for 14 months prior to 
April 30, 1970 prompted his ac- 
tion. 

On April 30, 1970 the Presi- 
dent stated to the nation that in 
the five years prior to that date 
the United States had 
‘scrupulously’ observed the 


neutrality of Cambodia,”’ Drinan 
said. “Yet the President made 
this statement with the full 
knowledge that he had personal- 
ly ordered thousands of B-52 air 
raids over Cambodia during the 
14 months prior to America’s in- 
vasion on the ground of neutral 
Cambodia! 

“This period of 14 months of 
intensive bombing cost $140 
million,’”’ Drinan said. “Since 
the Congress knew nothing of the 
secret raids in Cambodia, was 
this money obtained from the 
Congress under ‘false premises’ 
and spent in an unconstitutional 
manner?” 

The Congressman said, 
‘Under the constitution, the 
House of Representatives is 
charged with the duty of in- 
vestigating and charging the 
President with ‘high crimes and 
misdemeanors’ Drinan 
pointed out that impeachment is 
a non-criminal and non-penal 
proceeding.

WOMEN’S ISSUES 


To the Editor: 

I read the Phoenix every week, 
and I have been impressed and 
delighted, especially during the 
past six or eight months, by the 
amount and variety of coverage 
given to so-called ‘women’s 
issues.’ I don’t always agree with 
the political analysis of the 
writers, but I always agree on the 
importance of the subject. 

Thus, it dismayed me to read 
the letter by J. Burns in the July 
24 issue accusing the Phoenix of 
degrading women by publishing 
personal details about our lives, 
printing the truth about rape, 
and the torture of women in 
Vietnam. 

For centuries women have 
been forced to keep the personal 
details of our emotional and sex- 
ual lives to ourselves. Such 
issues as abortion, childbirth, 
medical care in general, rape, 
brutalization by intimates as 
well as strangers have been 
treated as matters to be 
whispered about among the 
isolated women in individual 
families. The medical profession 
has done more harm than good 
in all these areas, as have the 
police in the case of rape. As a 


result of this closed door policy, 
women have been totally at the 
mercy of our oppressors who 
have persisted in making 
whatever bad happens to us 
appear to be our own fault and 
whatever good happens appear 
to be the divine mercy of God. 
The explosion of the last decade 
into the public domain of the 
personal issues of women’s lives 
is the healthiest thing that could 
happen to us. From The Myth of 
the Vaginal Orgasm to Our 
Bodies, Our Selves, women have 
nothing to gain but freedom from 
being blatantly personal and 
blatantly political in print 
whenever possible. 


The attitude that it’s better 
not to talk about rape’is as psy- 
chologically damaging to women 
as rape itself. Repressing our 
feelings about ourselves and in- 
ternalizing our rage has kept us 
blaming ourselves and suffering 
for what our torturers do to us. 
The rape issue cannot be given 
too much coverage as long as one 
woman is being raped. The daily 
press, like the police and the 
medical profession, would rather 
not go into the sordid details of 
rape. Thus, most women who are 
raped and all women who live in 
fear of being raped (and I suggest 
that’s all women), do not have 
easy access to information about 
the subject or help if they are 
raped. This is precisely why rape 
centers are being set up by 


women and why we need papers 
like the Phoenix to provide infor- 
mation about such centers, and 
to inform us of what’s happening 
on the street day by day. 


I am thankful to the Phoenix 
and all the other news media for 
uncovering and printing the 
truth about the war in Southeast 
Asia. Not wanting to know about 
the torture of Vietnamese 
women is equivalent to not wan- 
ting to know what Hitler was do- 
ing to the Jews. Ms. Burns’ 
ostrich-like attitude is one 
reason for the prolonged war. 
Too many Americans still just 
don’t want to hear about it. They 
are afraid, perhaps, that they 
might feel compelled to do 
something about it. There are 
many historical precedents for 
this attitude and none of the 
previous situations turned out 
well. The sooner people listen 
and act, the sooner the war, and 
the torture of women, will end. 


As for Marge Piercy’s 
Marriage is a Matter of Give and 
Take, which was the starting 
point for Ms. Burns’ letter and 
mine, I found it delightfully 
painful and wish the Phoenix 
would publish the whole thing in 
serial form. Piercy has style, but 
that’s easy to find in fiction. She 
also writes about something that 
is relevant, and that’s not so easy 
to find in fiction.

Bob Luskin of the Providence Journal the 
first time reporters were let in after the 
lock-up, ‘‘We don’t want any disruptives 
in the prison. I don’t mean you’re a dis- 
rupter,”’ Moriarty hastened to add, “but 
you might be a disruptive influence. If 
you go in the inmates might start perfor- 
ming. They always do when the press 
comes in.’’ Granted the press is an in- 
convenience, but as Coffin says in his opi- 
nion, “prison officials are, after all, public 
officials and responsible to the people in 
that capacity."’ Not a very. complex 
thought, but one many of our public of- 
ficials seem to find alien. 

The distance from Watergate to 
Walpole is not that great even if it is 
doubtful any of the protagonists of the 
former will end up behind bars.

/Continued from ‘page 3, 
curacy and relevancey of file materials, 
and insuring individuals the rights to 
review and correct their files. 

Safeguards against all those abuses are 
the law in Massachusetts. ‘“‘What good is 
a strict state system,” asks Andy Klein, 
“if the federal system leaks?”’ 

Klein notes a recent example of a 
former Massachusetts resident who, con- 
victed of a crime received a full Gover- 
nor’s pardon before leaving the state. 
Despite that, the state of Texas, through 
the NCIC system, discovered that the 
man, then enrolled in a Texas community 
college, had an arrest record which he had 
not admitted because of his pardon. Tex- 
as expelled the man from school. 

Says Klein: “The file on the man (ob- 
tained through a state other than 
Massachusetts in which he had lived 
before Texas) contained no mention of his 
pardon. And even if it had, that would 





only appear at the bottom of the other in- 
formation. Once something goes into the 
NCIC, it’s never erased. And to make sure 
nothing gets lost, the computer tapes are 
copied every four hours.” 


** * 


Should the petition fail to sway 
Richardson, action has picked up on a 
number of other fronts that could force 
changes along the lines recommended by 
the ACLU. Perhaps the most important 
other attack on an NCIC-type system 


came last week in a report from a Health,’ 
Educationand Welfare( HEW)Department’ 


special task force on the misuse of social 
security number-based computer banks. 

Ironically, that report, strongly critical 
of existing data bank safeguards, was 
commissioned last year by Elliot Richard- 
son himself, then HEW head, at the re- 


“quest of Sen. Sam Ervin’s Senate Sub- 


committee on Constitutional Rights, and 
was coordinated by Harvard Law 
Professor Arthur Miller, who now heads 
the Massachusetts Privacy and Security 
Council. 


That federal report, entitled ‘“‘Records, 
Computers and the Rights of Citizens,” is 
expected to be incorporated into new 
privacy protection legislation being 
prepared by Sen. Ervin’s staff. The HEW 
report, which echoes many of the ACLU 
criticism of data banks, was praised by 
both Elliot Richardson and current HEW 
head Casper Weinberger. 


* * * 


Despite the furor that has followed 
Sargent’s letter to his former colleague in 
state government Richardson, the issue of 
the NCIC is hardly an open-and-shut 
case. Although Richardson has delayed 
any government prosecution of the case 
for the Small Business Administration 
and Defense Department, Andy Klein 
notes that “‘the possibility exists that they 
are just delaying in order to make it a real 
case, which it is not now.” That, says 
Klein, would mean the U.S. Attorney’s 
representative for the case here (William 
A. Brown) fashioning the case as a clear 
test of whether federal law can supersede 
state law. Presently the case revolves 


around whether federal regulations, like 
those of the SBA which call for a police 
record check, are binding in the face of a 
Massachusetts law that denies access to 
all but agencies given the right to peek by 
“specific statute’. A clear case of federal 
vs, state power might be tough for the 
state to win. 

“It may just be, says Klein, “that 
Richardson was caught off-guard when he 
read the front page of the Washington 
Post and found out about a case that 
began before he took office. He might 
want more time to improve it.”

The feature book for July, then, “The Patrolman: A 
Cop’s Story,” by Edward F. Droge, Jr., becomes “‘a shattering book 
that takes me into the squad cars, the precinct houses, the alleyways 
- and into a policeman’s very guts!”’, all places I've been meaning to 
visit for years. 

The policeman into whose guts this book so cavalierly purports to 
escort us is Ed Droge, a slight, sparcely bearded man in around his 
late twenties who without the beard could easily pass for around 
twelve. This is his first published writing and is by no means a 
smooth or polished outpouring of prose. Droge notes with some pride 
the almost total lack of editing which readers will also note by such 
lines as, “I didn’t know my arson from my elbow.”’ No stylistic 
masterpiece, right? But that’s easy to say. The point of this book, 
and it has quite a valid one, is hardly literary facility. 

In person Ed Droge is less self conscious than he is on paper. He is 
so totally sincere in his idealism that you believe anything he says, 
even the story about how he left the New York City Police Dept. 
because he felt the corruption and racial bigotry endemic to the job 
was ruining his self image. That's what his book’s really about. It's 
also about how he was caught accepting a bribe by the Knapp Com- 
mission and his subsequent testimony at their public hearings. 

Droge acts more like an eagle scout bucking for saint than an ex- 
cop. He is so totally unlike the pig who bashed your head in at the 
last demo that you can’t believe that he ever patrolled in Bedford- 
Stuyvesant, collared pushers in dark alleys or took a $200 bribe from 
a numbers racketeer. In fact he did a lot more and a lot worse and 
came through it with missionary zeal. 

Corruption, according to Droge (and the Knapp Commission), is 
widespread throughout big city police departments. Peer pressure 
and tradition encourage new men to risk their careers for two dollar 
bribes. On top of that the department’s image is bad and cops don't 
relate to the community - especially a Black community because 
most cops are bigots. We’ve heard all this before. The only thing that 
would be new would be a solution. 

Ed Droge’s solutions sound naive to the point of fallibility. He 
would seek to make the policeman a respected, highly trained 
professional whose pride of service would steel him against the temp- 
tation of payoffs téssed through patrol car windows. Fat chance? 
That’s what I said, but Droge believes it could happen. He is present- 
ly involved in a feasibility study for-a national police academy to 
parallel the service academies and train police officers and ad- 
ministrators at a college level. This might strike you as a potentially 
dangerous course of action - federal police state and all that, - but 
Droge’s theory is to keep the academy powerless, but to have it turn 
out super cops which fed into individual depart ments throughout the 
country would slowly purify the strain. 

The reminder that being highly trained, educated respected ° 
members of society doesn’t stop doctors from padding bills, pushing 
pills or abusing patients shook Droge up a little, but he finally con- 
cluded that even a rise to the medical profession’s questionable level 
of integrity would be an improvement of several thousand percent for 
most. American policemen. 

If Ed Droge had his way patrolmen would meet with and talk to 
members of the community they patrol on a regular and organized 
basis. The them/us barrier would be broken and racial stereotypes 
would be eliminated. A cop would have the discretion to.use force 
only when necessary. Up to six months training in the problems of 
corruption would replace the maximum four days “ethical affairs 
training” now in practice as part of a rookie’s preparation for duty. 
Qualifying standards would rise and new ranks created for incentive 
promotions within the department. 

It seems incredible that a man who to this day stands liable for in- 
dictment on graft charges would say all this. What is even more in- 
credible is the desperate necessity of realizing Droge’s programs.

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Film: August is the Cruelest Month

August is traditionally a _ stone- 
miserable month for movies around here. 
Chances are anything worth seeing either 
opened in early summer or is being held 
up for September, when the student 
audience migrates back into town. And, 
chances also are, the hits of June have 
begun to fall off by August, so a whole str- 
ing of one- or two-week quickies come 
along as sleazy stopgaps, while the 
theaters bide their time until fall. 
Anyway, however dreary a time August 
can be for movie audiences (who do, after 
all, have the option of staying home), it’s 
a great deal worse for the poor cooped-up 
critic. You may be out therein the 
sunshine, nut-brown, carefree and play- 
ing endless games of whiffle-ball, but I’m 
still spending an unconscionable amount 
of time sitting around in the dark, 
patiently watching anything that moves. 

I really ought to be on vacation, that’s 
all there is to it. Because although my 
body retains its remarkable capacity for 
sitting through an hour and forty minutes 
of just about anything, my heart is clearly 
out to lunch. My capacity to react is tem- 
porarily suspended, if only because 
there’s so little to react to, for the time be- 
ing. In any case, I’ve got nothing much for 
or against either Oklahoma Crude or The 
Mackintosh Man—and maybe you won’t 
either, if it’s a hot summer night and 
you’re on the prowl for a passable, way to 
pass your time. Just know August for the 
slump that it is, and don’t make the mis- 
take of expecting very much. 

Oklahoma Crude comes as a little bit of 
a surprise, seeing as it’s been made by 
Stanley Kramer (Judgement at 
Nuremberg, Guess Who’s Coming To 
Dinner) and hasn’t got the usual 
overbearing moral to its story. It’s just a 
little fable about a girl and her oil well 
and it’s pretty small-scale, although the 
production notes do say that “in those 
pre-WWI times, the panorama of the oil 
fields was punctuated by, skirmishes that 
occasionally eclipsed all but the major 
battles of the war in Europe.’”’ No matter; 
the film seems anything but panoramic 
most of the time, despite Kramer’s 
repeated efforts to provide some kind of 
overview. Kramer’s methods being what 
they are, that overview usually consists of 


a blindingly orange sunrise, artily 
photographed through the gridwork of our 
heroine’s lone oil rig. 

The best thing about the film is George 
C. Scott, who gives a marvelous perfor- 
mance as the drifter who decides to help 
Fay Dunaway defend her well against the 
onslaughts of Jack Palance (playing the 
kind of caricature bad guy who'd

army boots, playing her lady prospector in 
the best Jane Fonda hard-ass 
manner—and, as is customary in such 
tales, she doesn’t break down and turn 
human till right near the end, at which 
point she sleeps with Scott and looks 
nauseous the morning after. Scott’s 
natural comic flair goes a long way 
towards elevating their romance above

doubtless have her tied down to the 
tracks, only the story’s set too far off in 
the middle of nowhere to have a railroad 
line nearby). There’s also an interesting, 
un-Kramerly strain of dirty jokes 
throughout the film, and they work sur- 
prisingly well. I especially like the point 
at which Dunaway, who professes to hate 
everyhody, says she’d just as soon be a 
hermaphrodite ‘‘so’s I could screw 
myself—well, couldn’t I?’’ That’s foo 
much for even a hardboiled type like 
Scott, who suddenly decides he’d rather 
be out in a thunderstorm than listen to 
any more of her. 

Dunaway wears long underwear and 


the level of sheer soap, although Hank 
Mancini’s heavy-on-the-kettle-drums 
score easily counteracts whatever light 
touches the film may have. All things con- 
sidered, it’s a standoff—agreeable enough 
to sit through, but absolutely forgettable 
the moment you’re out of the theater. 
Who, after all, can dwell on such petty 
polemics as ‘She: ‘It ain’t that easy for a 
woman in this world’/He: ‘Ain’t all that 
great for a man, neither.’ Incidentally, 
the Mark of Kramer may not-be-all that 
conspicuously emblazoned on this 
production, but wait’ll you see what 
Scott, who’s known as “Mason” most of 
the time, turns out to have for a first 


name. 

As for The Mackintosh’ Man, it too is 
more than a few years out of date. It’s an 
utterly soulless spy story, set in the days 
when the Cold War was still supposed to 
be worth fighting, and has a plot which I 
freely admit to not having grasped. Paul 
Newman, who’s finally beginning to look 
his age, is helping somebody out by steal- 
ing diamonds, only somebody else rats on 
him and he winds up in the clink. His sub-: 
sequent adventures involve a lady tor- 
turess:who “‘stopped being a woman seven 
years ago” (whatever that means), her 
sidekick who hasn't got a tongue, and’a 
white Mercedes which takes an exquisite 
plunge off a cliff and into the brine. John 
Huston’s direction lends a great deal of 
superfluous lyricism to what is, in the 
end, utterly uninteresting cat-and-mouse 
nonsense. 

“My trouble is I’ve got no sense of 
humor,’ says somebody. in the picture, 
and he speaks for them all. Unless you 
count Newman’s bogus Australian accent 
as a joke, the film is utterly stone-faced 
all the way through. And’ that makes 
Dominique Sanda an ideal choice for the 
lady-spy-cum-love-interest in the piece, 
because she’s an actress whose naive ex- 
pression is positively deathlike. Her 
English is too badly fractured to allow her 
much room for inflection; either—and, as 
a third strike, Walter Hill’s screenplay 
makes her even more one-dimensional 
than she seems to be by nature. Right 
after she first meets Newman, for in- 
stance, she drops off some papers in his 
hotel room, then asks frigidly if he’d like 
her to stay. “‘Sure,’’ says he, “I’d be 
delighted.”’ ‘‘Eeet’s the list I can do,”’ she 
begins to explain—and that,.as far as we 
can tell, is the zenith of their romantic en- 
tanglement. The film runs another hour 
and a half after that, but'Huston’s direc- . 
tion never really descends from the 
perfect indifference he demonstrates in 
that early moment. Maybe his detach- 
ment, as he piles spy-picture’cliche upon 
cliche; is just naturally. contagious or 
amaybe I’ve-just developed my.own brand 
of indifference to carry me ‘through’ a” 
month’s worth of oil wells and-Cold War 
secrets. Either way, it really doesn’t seem 
to matter.

L’AMOUR. Produced by Paul

Ah, to be in Paris now that Warhol’s 
there. Ah, to plunge into the whirl of con- 
tinental concupiscence and sip the 
freakish precipitate that come to the top. 
Andy Warhol and Paul Morrissey, co- 
directors in this effort, invite you to spend 
a frothy ninety minutes with their con- 
vivial crew of twisted superstars as they 
love and laugh in the City of Light. 


Michael is a millionaire American 
playboy living in sumptuous fatuity with 
the beauteous Max Delys, his catamitic 
surrogate son. Michael wants to adopt 
Max, but French law demands that he be 
married. Enter Jane and Donna, two 
high-school drop-outs, come to Paris to 
find rich husbands. Complications ensue. 


Jane only gets turned on by make-up 
and television and Michael only gets turn- 
ed on by food. Max wants to make Jane 
but Jane won’t take the pill because it 
“puts fat deposits on your thighs.’’ Don- 
na, attracted by Michael’s wealth, wants 
to consumate their marriage, but Michael 
yearns for Max. Paul Morrissey wants to 


get the whole thing into one frame but he 
can’t hold the camera steady enough. 

But that’s Morrissey’s style and actual- 
ly his camera work is much less erratic 
this time than in any of his previous films. 
A rich visual texture is produced which, 
helped along by some very unWarholian 
cutting and editing, makes L’Amour an 
easy film to watch. The unrelenting 
bleakness of Trash and Heat has been 
replaced by a softer cinematographic 
style. But don’t be deluded, Warhol’s vi- 
sion is in no way diluted by this greater 
control over the plastics of the film. Not 
at all. 

The warped psychological climate 
created by Warhol’s stars counterpoints 
the very real emotional crises that power 
his films. By treating movieland cliches as 
such, Warhol revivifies them and _il- 
luminates their roots. The result in 
L’Amour is both powerful and instructive. 
L’Amour is an entertainment and more.

NO GO. Produced and directed by 
Richard Chase. Written by Richard 
Trench, Anthony McCall, and Chase. 
With Tommy McCourt, Peter 
Collins, Johnny White, and officers 
and men of the Derry Command, Of- 
ficial Irish Republican Army.

What is most riveting and frightening 
about No Go, a documentary. drama 
about the Official I.R.A. during the 
famous Siege of Derry of a: year ago, is 
that what you see is really happening. 
The picture’s vivid actuality more than 
outweighs its flaws as film and documen- 
tary. No Go converts “You Are There” 
curiosity into palpable emotional ex- 
perience. 

The film doesn’t need to worry about 
bias—it only concerns itself with one side 
of the story. The audience witnesses train- 
ing sessions, raps with young committed 


urban guerrillas, observes troop repres-" 


sion, and listens to the songs of rebellion 
and community. It’s a decent film, unper- 
turbed by issues that would profoundly 
disturb different film-makers, yet very 
much aware of the truth that transpires 
before the camera. 

There isn’t much ideology and blessed 
little cant in the interviews, although the 
point is stressed that the Official I.R.A. is 
primarily concerned with class struggle 
and a socialist future, and as such is more 
disciplined in its action than more 
reckless, less rational, nationalistic 
groups. The faces and talk don’t cut par- 
ticularly deep, and don’t have to—we see 
how political commitment can simplify 
ambiguities of personality. There’s an 


awesome fascination to the mechanics of 


smuggling reckets across. the border 
(reenacted scenes that resound hollowly 
against the actual), of assembling a 
Thomson submachine gun, of con- 
templating the imminence of violent 
death. 

Yet even better than these behind-the- 
scenes glimpses of the I.R.A. in action are 
the snatches we catch of the population of 
Derry itself. Two spinster ladies talk of 
revolution and the hope of the young with 
charming pugnacity. People listen gravely 
to the priest’s sermon regarding violence 
and go home to “help the boys.” In fact, 
the talk is easily thé finest part of No Go: 
a long debate over the comparative ef- 
ficacy of firearms in stopping British 
Army advances past the barricades (and 
into the ‘No Go” areas of Free Derry); a 
contention that Jesus Christ taught “‘pure 
socialism”; the rhetorical intensity of 
Johnny White before an impassioned 
crowd. Finally, there is the violence itself 
— tanks in the streets, explosions, the 
sound of gunfire, the smell of danger in a 
rioting mob of angry citizens. No Go’s 
justification as a film is that it captures 
impressionistically an instant in a con- 
tinuing history of strife for those who 
might never otherwise understand, to 
“know it all,” like Yeats’ dark shadows, 
“all the folly of a fight/ For a common

The last musical performance I attend- 
ed in a ballpark (excluding ‘“‘Mexican Hat 
Dance” and the OBG’s as interpreted by 
the Red Sox’ organist) was a Beatles con- 
cert in 1966. Folks sure acted crazy, and 
they didn’t seem to be actually listening 
to the music, and a ballpark seemed like 
a lousy place for a concert, but that was 
rock ‘n’ roll and long ago. With Newport’s 
superior sound system, and some superb 
second-row box seats courtesy of produ- 
cer George Wein, I settled in Friday night 
with my normally abundant skepticism 
and a surprising speck of real anticipa- 
tion. (Somewhere in here I’m supposed to 
mention that this paper did the- program 
for Newport-New England, and that I 
contributed to that program, so what 
follows can be read in that light.) 

We arrive on Friday at 7:50, ten 
minutes before the scheduled start, and 
Freddie Hubbard is already on. (Wein 
must pay his taxes on April 1.) Freddie 
jams well, although he unfortunately 
throws.in a vocal; Junior Cook’s tenor is 
as substantial as ever, and sitter-in Orell 
Ray plays a spunky guitar solor, but it 
becomes immediately obvious that the 
crowd is not in the mood to listen. They 
seem more interested in making noise, as 
though they’re at a circus. Indifference 
greets the end of Freddie’s first number; 
the physical set-up, together with the ap- 
parent predisposition of the crowd, make 
it extremely difficult for a listener to get 
into the music. Can we expect the 
musicians to get into it under the same 
conditions? Will the less ‘“‘pure jazz” 
groups do better? And what is “doing 
better” in these circumstances? 

Next is Billy Paul, who looks so 
together and uses all the right words, but 
at first the crowd doesn’t care—many 
prefer blowing whistles. Billy overcomes, 
however, with his jazz-tinged phrasing 
and soul-rap lyrics. A contemporary ver- 


sion of, say, Billy Eckstine, only where- 


Eckstine apologized, the 1973 Billy asks 
“Am I blacka-blacka-blacka ‘nuff for 
you?” Then a ‘sthank you for the 1973 
Grammy” and the unavoidable “Mrs. 
Jones,” which is improved if only by the 
omission of the orchestra. The crowd loves 
it, and a few of Boston’s finest sway 
hesitantly (‘even the cops grooved with 
us!’’) to this anthem of suburban subter- 
fuge. Billy Paul has transformed Fenway

into a thyroid nightclub. 

The AM-supergroup War opens with 
“Gypsy Man.” the most basic of riffs, and 
it’s apparent that the crowd is clearly 
drunk, high or simply determined enough 
to do whatever they have come to do. Sit- 
ting so (relatively) close to the stage the 
idea of an impending audience rush 
crosses my mind, and for the first time I 
see how charging the stage might even be 
fun, which only makes me wonder why 
the crowd doesn’t. The riff goes on and on: 
War is no better than nondescript, but the 
back rows move and groove in oblivious 
counterpoint. No reason not to—the 
world is crazy and War is as appropriate 
as any other soundtrack. Some customer 
will tell you that War-drove the crowd 
wild, but that’s like saying that school 
kids go wild at the end of the day because 
they dig the sound of the bell ringing. The 
crowd got itself off; War merely had the 


prescience to throw in a harp solo. To 
prove the point, when the volume 
dropped for a drum solo, the audience was 
found partying en masse at about twice 
the tempo of the music. The band runs 
through its cast of characters, from ‘‘Gyp- 
sy Man” to the ‘Cisco Kid” (are they 
black enough for you?) and on to the hits. 
Ah, well, it could have been Chase. 
During War’s set I start to wonder 
about our seats up front, seeing that so 
much of the festival occurs behind us. 
One policeman, ready to quell distur- 
bances, stares up at the crowd with an ex- 
pression of “What are these———fools 
doing? And isn’t it tough being a cop?” 
Herbie Mann’s combo is on and off 
almost before I return with a beer. The 
sounds are comfortable, not challenging; 
David Newman plays some warm alto 
flute that cuts the patented licks of the 
leader. Newman appears in overalls, a far 


cry from his tuxedoed days with Ray 
Charles. 

The Staple Singers ain't what thev used 
to be either, especially doing their hits. 
but I can think of no group more obviously 
happy with success than this once-purely- 
gospel family. The quality of the material 
has slipped; that of the group vocals and 
the lead singing of Mavis Staple has not. 
Again the crowd is “taken over” by 
superb performers; I learn in a conversa- 
tion that Fenway is one of the small parks 
this package has played lately! 

While Ray Charles’ band sets up, Wein 
asks the crowd if he should bring the 
festival back next year. Cries of “‘ves.” 
“no,” “party,’’ and various four-letter 
words are mixed with the whistles. “I 
can't understand you,’ Wein answers 
cryptically. 

Ray takes a while to get on and people 
start to leave, proving that no one has 
devised a better crowd-control device 
than the MBTA schedule. It's past mid- 
night, and most of the steam is out of the 
crowd. There's little steam in the Ray 
Charles aggregation either. which 
proceeds to deliver one of the dreariest 
sets in my experience. The band can't do 
anything right, which evokes only anger 
in Ray; he mutters continually at the 
sidemen, halts numbers in mid-chorus. 
and at one point challenges the band to 
“See if you can play this.” The perfor- 
mance is too painful, and. we leave at 
12:50 AM, exactly five hours after we 
arrived. Somehow we avoid the purse- 
snatching, ass-grabbing, pocket-picking 
and mugging that start to spread at the 
concert’s end (and that set the tone for 
the following evening). 

Parking spaces are harder to come by 
on Saturday evening, and we don’t find 
our way inside until 8:30. By that time, 
we have not only missed Andy McGee's 
local band but half of Charles Mingus’ 
set. Mingus is into a “Fables of Faubus” 
with a few new wrinkles and we hear good 
solos from tenorman George Adams and 
the leader. Then, wham, bam, thank you 
ma'am! (to quote Mingus) and the group 
is off, our chance to hear pianist Don 
Pullen and new trumpeter Ron Hampton 
lost. The crowd has been quieter and 
applauds Mingus warmly; at the moment 
it appears larger (which it was: 22,000 
[Please turn to page 6/ 
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against Friday’s 15,000), straighter and 
perhaps more interested in the music. 
More than a few at any rate, seem mad at 
the shaft Wein had given Mingus. # 

Restraint remains the rule for the crowd 
during B.B. King’s set; for his part, B.B. 
is anything but tame, giving a magnifi- 
cent performance. Comparisons with Ray 
Charles’ set of the previous night are un- 
avoidable: both men have performed 
these pieces thousands of times, but Son- 
ny Freeman’s band is alive and tight, and 
King offers fresh guitar lines and vocals 
that joyously inhabit the lyrical scenarios. 
Like Pop Staple, B.B. enjoys the turn of 
American musical tastes that fills 
stadiums for authentic blues and gospel 
creators willing to give an inch; Ray, whose 
art was never so traditional but has been 
even more brilliant, seemed tired of the 
whole thing. The audience appreciates 
King’s set warmly, even singing “The 
Saints” without B’s direct request. But 
they’re not dancing. A soft tambourine 
replaces Friday’s whistles; the stands 
seem mellow. 

In the time it takes to set up for Donny 
Hathaway, however, the mood turns 
iutally. Suddenly everyone has enough 
smoke, drink, guts and anger to turn into 
a mob. Hathaway no more than sits down, 
and hundreds are on the field. As they 
work their way to the stage apron, the 

isic is cut short. Wein, who has learned 


something from Newport (Rhode Island) 
1971, has Sex Machine from WILD tell 
the crowd to sit down or no more music. 
Surprisingly, about 80 percent of those on 
the field actually leave. The remaining 
revelers, deterred only by the pleas of the 
WILD jocks, keep us from seeing or hear- 
ing much of Hathaway’s set. As with War, 
the music is ordinary funk, no big thing, 
and Hathaway is even doing someone 
else’s tune (“‘What’s Goin’ On?”). Not 
that my reaction measures accurately the 
appreciation of the music: “I don’t care 
what the fuck you say.”’ shouted one man 
when the police finally moved the crowd 
back, “I’m high! And I’m havin’ a GOOD 
time!” 

Roland Kirk follows in a spot on the 
program that suddenly is revealed as a 
mere stage wait between Hathaway and 
Stevie Wonder. Rahsaan opens with pop 
tunes, ballads for clearing the top of the 
dugout. Later he moves to his funkier 
material, but the audience pays little 
attention, more interested in the hassles 
between cops and customers and 
customers and customers. In the box 
where “‘we’’ live, everyone is craning to 
get a view of Kirk, and cheers are offered 
when the last squatter is removed by 
police. I hope the lesson that crosses my 
mind isn’t lost on my neighbors: we’re 
happy they ignored all those joints pass- 
ing down the aisles, but why don’t those 
“pigs” do their jobs and clear the damn 
dugout? 

After the rudeness thrown at Roland, 
the stadium becomes remarkably calm 
before Stevie Wonder. Disaster seems in- 
evitable, but is averted by the 
magnificence of Wonder’s music. His 


‘appear: 


command of the situation is absolute: the 
stage, the stands, and of course the music 
are all his. The band is like a James 
Brown soul machine, and the female 
vocal trio has the right sound for replacing 
Stevie’s overdubs (not to mention quite a 
physical presence). No other group has 
filled the stage so well, and no other music 
has fit so snugly into Fenway. Perhaps a 
key lies in the fact that Wonder is com- 
poser, arranger and performer, and 
presents us a total concept at its height. 

A drum solo and percussion jam, with 
Stevie surprisingly strong on traps, opens 
and subsides to the perfect flow of 
**You’ve Got It Bad Girl.’”’ Fine new tunes 
“Visions’’, lyrically sort of a soft 
“Imagine,” with the horns getting loose 
nicely at the end, and “On the Right 
Track (at the right time?), an apparent 
answer to Dr. John. The more predictable 
moments, the biggest hits and the harp 
solos, are direct and intense music as well, 
played with fire but somehow checking 
the crowd’s partying impulses. Everyone 
is moving, but now, few cut loose and 
danced, compared to Hathaway or War. 
“Superstition” finally gets the entire 


crowd and stage off, then all the lights 


flash on and it’s over. Fenway remains 
standing; the Citgo sign is still blinking. 
As we leave, people tell me to watch my 
wallet and ask me to write about the van- 
dals and thieves. We see three pre- 
adolescent boys instructed by an older 
man, perhaps their father, in how to 
snatch a purse. 

Stevie Wonder’s excellence and the 
fascination of the total experience don’t 
erase my doubts about the purpose of 
these two nights and my confusion over 


the purpose of this production. Many will 
say the mistakes are all George Wein’s, 
but Wein must find these attacks by now 
predictable. George gets blamed for 
everything: for his programming, his 
banter, for the cops if one celebrant gets 
busted and for the muggers when another 
gets ripped off. While Wein shouldn’t be 
so quick to cut a Mingus or a Kirk short, 
his major problem is his dedicated 
idealism. Sure he makes money, but he 
also is convinced that the preservation of 
the Newport Jazz Festival format is im- 
portant to American music. After two 
nights in Fenway, though, I can’t see how 
it benefits the music, and I’m not even 
sure of its relevance to the audience. 
“This is like Wattstax,” one fan remarked 
Friday night, and in fact many had come 
not so much to hear and see music made 
as to be in a movie. It’s no comedy, this 
film; lots of angry blacks out to paar-tee, 
lots of stoned whites out to freak out, and 
lots of blacks and whites in the middle 
trying to listen. Nothing truly festive 
about this festival; I only wonder how it 
was ever feasible in Newport. 

In the face of all this, it seems to miss 
the point to complain about the dearth of 
“pure jazz” groups at the concerts, and to 
complain that we didn’t really get a jazz 
festival. Surely the command and concep- 
tion of Charles Mingus equals that of any 
performer on the program, but I wonder if 
his music, emanating from second base, 
could ever succeed within these walls as 
Stevie Wonder’s had. For music both rises 
out from and mixes into social en- 
vironments, and I don’t recall that the 
music Mingus plays so eloquently came 
up the Mississippi River to Wrigley Field.

The last time Brian Auger, organist ex- 
traordinaire, played Boston was five years 
ago at the Boston Tea Party in concert 
with Julie Driscoll, Brian Auger and the 
Trinity. Since 1968 the Tea Party has 
been transformed back into a warehouse. 
Julie Driscoll married pianist Keith 
Tippett and now performs seldom. The 
Trinity went the way of all flesh, as did 
one edition of Brian’s next band, the Obli- 
vion Express. But when Brian took the 
stage at Paul’s Mall for his first show 
Monday, he looked hale and youthful, 
and he proved that time cannot quench 
the fire of his music. 

The band opened with ‘Whenever 
You’re Ready,” from their new album 
Closer To It. Brian’s forte has always been 
the live performance. With Julie, and the 
Trinity, he rose to considerable popularity 
in Europe on the strength of his show: the 
brashness of Julie’s vocal against his soul- 
tinged organ. The soul influence is still 
evident, primarily in the guitar lines. 
Guitarist Jack Mills, playing through a 


gimcrack that gave his guitar the sound of 
a vibrating pterodactyl, and bassist Barry 
Dean, the only surviving veteran of the 
last Oblivion Express, held the song down 
while Brian played an exuberant break 
that went so far beyond any Auger on 
record that I considerably amended: my 
opinion of him in about twenty-eight 
bars. Robust drummer Godfrey MacLean, 
a slim man until he starts playing, and 
Lennox Laington, the only sensitive per- 
cussionist I’ve ever seen, also helped dis- 
guise the fact that this was essentially a 
warm-up song. 

Brian is very much a jazzman now, and 
he proved it with his renditions of Herbie 
Hancock’s “Maiden Voyage” and Eddie 
Harris’s “Freedom Jazz Dance.’’ The 
organ solos here were the most advanced 
of the night, replete with tortuous 
chromatics. Mill’s breaks, in contrast, 
were what Auger’s playing has always 
seemed to be on record: staid and predic- 
table, full of misplaced blues licks. But he 
was adequate to the task, and anyone 


playing ‘““Maiden Voyage”’ 
book anyway. 

“Just Me Just You”’ from Auger’s Se- 
cond Wind and Gene McDaniels’ ‘“‘Com- 
pared to What,” which also appears on 
Closer To It, finished out the set, and I 
went to talk to Brian about his continuing 
commitment to soul sounds so far, 
from the Trinity days, when he did 
“IT Wanna Take You Higher” and other 
obviously black tunes. Brian explained 
that the rhythms underlying all the music 
he plays, the rock and blues as well as the 
jazz, derive from American gospel, and 
that it all follows the beat which has 
become most closely associated with soul. 
Jazz and soul are equally part of the 
American musical experience (Brian 
listens almost exclusively to American 
music). 

Brian spoke at length of the English 
musical scene. He used to play with John 
McLaughlin in bands who found little 
work in pre-Beatles days, when managers 
would listen to their adventurous music, 
recoil in horror at the saxophones and say, 
“T can’t have that in my club!’’ Now the 
music they both perform is in demand 
both in America and on the Continent, 
where audiences are developing in coun- 
tries like Spain, Italy and Portugal. 

But sadly, not in England, which has

reverted to strict Top 40 fare. When the 
networks of the BBC began to broadcast 
rock, they undercut the pirate stations, 
who had been programming progressive 
rock. The economic distress of two years 
ago left little money to support a rock in- 
dustry, Auger continued, so manufac- 
turers and promoters became unwilling to 
push anything but an obvious success. 

The result is a closed shop, dif- 
ficult for an act to establish itself in, and 
one dominated by the teenybop groups: 
Gary Glitter, T Rex, America’s darling 
Osmonds and Jackson Five, and the 
Sweet. To Brian, the opportunity to tour 
and hear some substantial music is a 
breath of fresh air. 

Closer To It is the first album by this 
new lineup, the fourth for the Oblivion 
Express, and Brian's ninth or tenth. The 
material presented herein is similar to the 
original tunes performed in concert. 
although it’s not so energetic. Titles like 
‘Happiness is just around the Bend™ har- 
bor friendly lvrics and relatively laid-back 
jamming — Auger on organ, piano and 
Fender-Rhodes, using Moog and 
Mellotron tastefully for accent. ‘““Com- 
pared to What” also appears, with the 
most identity as a song per se. Not quite a 
replacement for bits of live Auger, but if 
you missed him it will do. 
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George Gershwin: PIANO MUSIC. 
William Bolcom, piano. (Nonesuch H- 
71284). 


Although delight is never an 
authoritative critical criterion, I must 
begin by stating that this is one of the 
most enjoyable records to have come my 
‘way in some time. Side one—George 
Gershwin’s ‘“Songbook’’—gives us eigh- 
teen fairly familiar Gershwin songs in 
brusque, vigorous, extremely lively 
arrangements by the composer (some are 
little more than written-down im- 
provisations). The individual pieces, none 
over two minutes long, range from 1919’s 
“Swanee”’ (Gershwin was 21) to “I Got 
Rhythm”’ of eleven years later. The syn- 
copations in this latter will astonish; but 
it is all good music, and great fun. 

The reverse side contains somewhat 
more serious material—at least not quite 
as rollicking. Most of the works are from a 
later date, and it is a tribute to 
Gershwin’s nipped genius (he did not live 
to 40) that in these, one hears the figures 
of Chopin, the splashiness of Liszt, the 
rhythms of Stravinsky, the harmonic tex- 
tures of Ives, Joplin, Copeland, as well as 
traces of our own Bill Evans. Still, 
Gershwin is original, not derivative. As to 
what he might have done in a longer life 
one wants to predict great things. 

Already something of a best-seller, this 
album, then, is highly recommended. 
Gershwin is known by too little of his 
work, and William Bolcom is helping to 
rectify that situation, as he’s already done 
with Scott Joplin. Bolcom, one of these 
young, musical jack-of-all-trades like 
Joshua Rifkin or David Amram, was 
known to me (before this splendid disc) 
by a few compositions whose sense I 
didn’t get, and by his slightly simple- 
minded orchestration of Joplin’s opera 
Treemonisha. His pianism, however, 
sounds impeccable: even more satisfying 
than his strong technique is his unusually 
supple, controlled rhythmic sense. At 
times he really rocks, but he can be 
delicate as well. 

Indeed, Nonesuch seems to have done 
nothing wrong in this most recent con- 
tribution to the continuing revival of 
American music. David Hamilton’s liner 
notes are a model of that genre, Elite 
Recordings’ typical excellent sound has 
captured a modern Baldwin in all its 
visceral forwardness, especially its big, 
thumpy, almost one-note bass.

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Johnny Nash: MY MERRY GO-ROUND. 
(Epic KE-32158) 


Bo Diddley made clear his thoughts on 
the relation between books and their 
covers, though he never mentioned 
records in his musical adage. But then, he 
predated the era when designers did as 
much for record sales as the contents of 

he grooves. It remains now for Johnny 








Nash, picked by the newsweeklies as the 
reggae rocker most likely to inherit the 
Belafonte crown, to perfect the art of coor- 
dinating record and cover, on Merry Go- 
Round, his second for Epic. First, the 
fold-out cardboard, an instant poster, 
reveals Johnny as convincing a Johnny- 
Too-Bad as the hero Ivan (Jamaican 
singer Jimmy Cliff) of the cult reggae film 
The Harder They Come. 

A closer look, moreover, at the patches 
and emblems on Nash’s denim jacket 
reveals the nature of this 
record—something for everyone. There’s a 
peace symbol, a “JC Superstar” patch, an 
LA Police Department emblem,a touch of 
peace, love, black power and sunshine 
superman all carefully sewn together. No 
matter what your socio/political leanings, 
Johnny Nash’s picture on your wall will 
be right at home. 

The album is true to its cover: a slick 
sized bag pointing up that the Houston- 
born Nash, despite his success with the 
syncopated reggae beat, is a far cry from a 
mango-picker made good. Only twe songs 
on the record could qualify as straight- 
ahead reggae (“Love Is Not A Game,” 
“Nice Time’’). The other eight cuts are 
divided among various shadings of 
American soul music: a_bluesy-gospel 
number (“You Better Stop Messing 
Around’’), a straight, Nash-composed 
spiritual (“Oh Jesus, We’re Trying to Get 
Back to You”’), plus a kind of elaborately 
produced folky/singer-songwriter 
number—the lengthy title cut. 

So have no illusions: Johnny Nash, 
with musical influences varying from 
Houston to LA to London to Sweden (his 
various residences) is a sharp, commer- 
cially oriented singer who correctly sur- 
mised that reggae would push him into 
the limelight. Still, this is not a crass 
record. At its worst, it is intimidatingly 
slick—strings, back-up voices, fuzz-tone, 
echo, each sometimes dilutes basically 
good material, and covers Nash’s sweet, 
expressive voice. But much of the time 
the elaborate production fits in, and then 
Nash, who preduced the record and wrote 
much of it, comes off as one of the most 
imaginative figures in pop music. He has 
produced, in parts, some of what is pop 
music at its best: diverse traditions blend- 
ed into a whole greater than the sum of its 
parts. Herein one finds some of the infec- 
tious, backbeat rhythms reminiscent of 
the Nash hits “Stir It Up” and “I Can See 
Clearly Now,” coupled with black and 
blue Americana. 

It’s easy to question Nash’s misical 
sincerity on the basis of his eclecticism. 
Still, this is a thoroughly enjoyable 
record. 

Nash is capitalizing on a reggae fad he 
helped create, but that may not be an un- 
creative act.

Johnnie Taylor: TAYLORED IN SILK 
(Stax 3014) 
Little Milton: WAITING FOR LITTLE

If I live to be thirty PU never unders- 
tand record company mentality. Johnnie 
Taylor has recorded some of the finest 
post-Otis Redding Stax material, from 
soul-infected blues to that energetic, 
galvanizing music of “‘Who’s Making 
Love?” and “Jody Got Your Girl and 
Gone”. Despite that this type of down- 
home stuff isn’t particularly popular right 
now, Johnnie Taylor has had substantial 
commercial success, a tribute to the 
vitality of the music at least. It’s been two 
years since his last album. In that period 
of time he’s had four big hits, as varied, 
gritty and uncompromising as anything 
he’s recorded. So what do we get on his 
first album in two years? None of the hit 
singles, and no funky music otherwise. 
Instead we’re given sugary ballads with 
flutes and strings. 

I know I’m coming down hard — this 
isn’t really bad, just bland (not Bobby, 
either). Side one is listenable, even in- 
teresting. Little Willie John’s ‘“‘Talk To 
Me”’ is appropriate JT material, but 
Taylor is strangled by the violins. ‘‘Star- 
ting All Over Again” was made: standard 
fare in the College of Musical Knowledge 
and the University of Soul by Mel and 
Tim last year. Taylor does a creditable 


job even though_all the attractive features ~ 


in the Mel and Tim arrangement are dis- 
carded (including that memorable bridge) 
and replaced. by, you guessed it, strings 
and flutes. “I Believe In You” is the most 
attractive of the original material, and 
also happens to be JT’s latest single. It’s a 
pleasant song with an electric piano lead 
and a lightly thumping bass drum that 
should be a big hit, particulary with its 
“we're gonna make it” lyrics and Sam 
Cooke vocal inflections. 

Taylor is a singer worth investigating, 
but this isn’t the place to start. Try Raw 
Blues or Who’s Making Love? and then go 
to your favorite oldies shop and ask for 
“Hijackin’ Love” and “Doing Our Own 
Thing’. You’ll see why I’m upset. 


Little Milton has been with Stax a year 
and a half now, producing and writing 
most of his material. His association with 
Stax has brought mixed commercial 
success, but he’s been able to sell enough 
records to keep his reputation as one of 
black America’s leading blues singers. 


Waiting for Little Milton is 
tough music, the kind you don’t hear 
much of anymore. Milton’s playing his 
own guitar these days (something he rare- 


ly did at Chess), and lately he’s been dis-. 


playing a fondness for those gut-grabbing, 
five and six minute oh-so-slow blues (if 
you saw Wattstax you may remember 
Milton in a garbage dump singing “‘Walk- 
ing The Back Streets”). This album: is 
chock full of them, even to excess. Seven 
minutes of ‘““That’s How Strong My Love 
Is” with a three-minute intro rap is a little 
self-indulgent, as is seven minutes of 
“Little Bluebird”. They’re. both on the 
same side of the disc. Despite its 
somewhat bloated length, however, 
“Bluebird” is really attractive, a 
wrenching blues ballad punctuated by 
full-throated screams and hollers and 


Milton’s almost inaudible holding of one - 


note for thirty-three seconds. ‘“‘The Thrill 
Is Gone”’ is done well, taken at a slightly 
different tempo from B.B.’s, and ‘so are 
the rest of the uptempo songs. It’s all well 
arranged and gutsy. Milton’s been on the 
road a long time, he knows himself and 
his music damn well, and as a producer, 
despite the occasional excess, he’s come 
up with the freshest album to be released 


by Stax this year.

BACK DOOR: (Warner Bros, 2716) 


Hmmm: this must be rock’s answer to 
the Elvin Jones Trio (as if one were 
needed). The three principals manage to 
coax from sax, drums, and bass-an appeal- 
ing range of sounds. This is the group for 
mechanics, futurists, and utilitarians, 
because each of the three musical com- 
ponents is astoundingly apparent, locked 
with the other instruments in mechanical, 
clockwork precision. The subtlety of Back 
Door lies more in their balance and 
perfection than in any nuance of feeling or 
sophistication of rhythm. Indeed, it’s the 


solidly 4/4 rhythm which would hang a 


“rock” label on the graup.: 
The group begins a semi- ewitging 
bounce that leans heavily on Colin 


Hodgkinson’s electric bass, n, Rona diisgwnommod OE | 


Aspery enters on sax, very loosely, as in 
“Vienna Breakdown” and ‘Lieutenant 
Loose.”’ Occasionally drummer Tony 
Hicks steps out for some brief, logical 
thumping, then plunges back into the trio 
while the often acoustic-sounding bass 
maintains a pulse beat a la recent Miles 
Davis. 

The comparison with Elvin Jones isn’t 
frivolous: both groups are concerned with 
maintaining a fragile balance. Jones did 
this by splitting his three components 
into a thousand pointillistic elements 
with Joe Farrell’s often ugly sax on top, 
all-encompassing. Back Door has more 
modest aims; they swing as a unit. ““They 
sound like a bicycle,” one listener said.

National Lampoon: LEMMINGS 
(Banana/Blue Thumb STS 6006) 


As a stage show, “Lemmings” has its 
shortcomings. The first half drags badly. 
When I saw the show in New York, people 
became visibly impatient, their attention 
faltering from the pace of the production. 
It is the second half of ““Lemmings’”’ that 
saves the show as a whole from being no 
more than a sporadically funny college 
review. Subtitled ‘‘Woodshuck: A 
Festival of Death”, the second portion 
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draws a devastating portrait of the rock 
culture, destroying sacred cows like 
Woodstock and the New Gods like Dylan 
and the Stones. It works because it 
catches the feel and flow of what it is 
satirizing. 

Paul Jacobs and Christopher Guest, 
who wrote most of the music, have a fine 
ear for the essence of an individual artist. 
Each song is sharply drawn, so that for 
the first few lines — while the mind has 
yet to focus on the words — you can catch 
immediately at just which artist the job is 
aimed. And the lyrics are devastating. A 
Joan Baez number: “I have so many 
wrongs/ To right with tedious songs.” A 
1950s’ number: “He saw two bike lights 
up the road/ And thought he’d try his 
luck/ He tried to cut between them/ He 
never knew it was truck/ I ran out on the 
highway/ But I couldn’t find my man/ 
Between the diesel headlights/ Something 
looked like pizza pie.” James Taylor: 
“Farewell New York City/ With your 
streets that flash like strobes/ Farewell to 
Carolina/ Where I left my frontal lobes.” 
And Joe Cocker: “And I think of days of 
purple haze and freon/ Smokin’, jokin’, 
doin’ coke with Leon/ I was makin’ 
musical history/ Now I’m workin’ for 
Muscular dystrophy.” 


The album version of this part of ‘‘Lem- 
mings” is missing some of the funniest 
bits, of course. The Cocker number is not 
nearly half as funny when you can’t see 
John Belushi — a fuzzy bear of a man who 
steals the whole show — and Ja ages doing 
precise imitations of Cocker @nd Leon 
Russell, And you will miss Alice Playten, 
the pudgey little actress from the Alka 
Seltzer commercials, doing an hysterical 
take-off on Mick Jagger. That number 
has been wisely left off the album since. 
Though she has all the moves down, 
Playten sounds nothing like him. 


You can still, however, hear Guest’s un- 
canny mimicry of Taylor and Dylan, 
sparkling rank-outs of the more preten- 
tious music of CSN & Y as well as of John 
Denver, and the ultimate simple-minded 
political rock number as it might be done 
by the MC - 5 in conjunction with the 
Temptations. This is bright satire show- 
ing the counter culture’s foibles and 
idiocies and poking holes in it. If you take 
rock very seriously, or still believe that 
Heaven is just a larger Woodstock, you 
might dislike: all this; but if you ap- 


* preciate good satire, even at your own ex- 


pense, try Lemmings.

It certainly takes guts to offer an even- 
ing of Beckett to the summer crowd in 
Rockport. But it ain’t necessarily 
profitable as the company of the Cape 
Ann Playhouse in Rockport are fast dis- 
covering. Innumerable vacationers call up 
to ask if this is the “Beckett” with 
Richard Burton and Peter O'Toole. Afraid 
not, folks. This is Samuel Beckett whom 
vou) may have heard of — he won the 
‘Nobel Prize not so long ago. 

Many of the selections are from 
Beckett’s more obscure work, his novels 
“Malloy” and ‘Malone Dies,” for exam- 
ple. And nowhere in the program are the 
sources listed, no doubt to avoid the con- 
tinual accompaniment of thunderous 
program rustling as the spectators try to 
keep abreast of what’s happening. Still, it 
is Irustrating not to know from whence 
some of this devastating and beautiful 
material comes to us. 

Obviously, it is Director Luddy’s feeling 
that 1 Give You My Word stands by itself, 
and it does. It is a comprehensive and in- 
sightful stringing together of bits and 
pieces — a little ‘‘Godot,”’ a little 
‘“Krapp,”’ a lot of “Play” — that captures 
both the whimsy and the nihilism that 
cohabit Beckett’s work. Even more im- 
portant, Luddy has created with his 
motley crew of ragamuffins, mis- 
cellaneously attired, seemingly immured 
or adrift on a sparce but randomly 
scattered stage, a kind of Beckett-esque 
world where the principal concerns are 
the simplest ones — eating, sleeping, lov- 
ing, dying, none of them carrying any par- 
ticular meaning. 

The evening is perhaps a little long — I 
couldn't understand why Luddy chose to 
do almost all of ‘Play’ and so little of 
‘““Krapp’s Last Tape.’’ And so much of it 
is monologue that the work occasionally

seems stagey and self conscious. But the 
caliber of the performances is generally 
high. Jim Cooke’s delivery of a lyrical 
speech from ‘“‘Krapp”’ is particularly love- 
ly, and the dark, ironic moments from 
“Embers” and “Watt” are stunning. 
The Cape Ann Playhouse looks to be 
worth the drive, particularly if you’re 





more interested in Beckett than Burton. 
The repertory schedule also includes 
Moliere’s “Scapin,” Miller's “A View 
From the Bridge,” and Coward’s “Blithe 
Spirit,” and Pinter’s ‘““The Homecoming.” 


THE SERVANT OF TWO 
MASTERS. by Carlo Goldoni 
Directed by Donald Colucci. At the 
Publick Theatre 


It was Carlo Goldoni’s classic com- 
media dell’arte farce, The Servant of Two 
Masters, that occasioned my acting 
debut, all these many years ago. And a 
terrific part it was, too. After crouching in 
the dark beneath the stage for several 
hours I would, upon hearing my cue (“The 
devil take you!”’ it was), leap through a 
trap door, screaming in un-feigned terror 
as flashpots popped in my face — and 
cooked my red leotards more than once. 
Then I, the devil of the aforementioned 
oath, would retire back to my hellhole to 
read “Psychology Today” by flashlight. 

Except for the tasteful deletion of this 
contrived piece of business which isn’t in 
the script anyway, the Publick Theatre’s 
outdoor revival of last fall’s highly 
successful Servant of Two Masters is zany 
and festive if occasionally slower than it 
could be. Commedia is, as any fan of the 
Publick might easily predict, just Don 
Colucci’s dish of spaghetti, what with its 
crazy kettle of stock characters, its 
dependence on directorial embellishment 
and its improvisational license to be 
utterly outrageous — the more so, the 
better. The real meat of commedia has 
always been in the padding of skeletal 
plot. scenarios with slapstick, shameless 
punnery, dirty jokes, innuendo, and the 
elaborate tricks and gimmicks known in 
the dubious trade as “‘lazzi.”’ Every actor 
has a standard persona whom he stamps 
with his personal schtick. It’s all predic- 
table, it’s all familiar, the audiences of 
sixteenth century Italy ate it up, and cen- 
turies later, we’re still chewing. 

Goldoni’s Servant of Two Masters 
carries its foreseeable complications on 
too long, if you ask me. But it’s still the 
best, certainly the most complete com- 
media script around. The characters are 
all there; the ribald, raging ‘father of the 
bride,” the overeducated, pompous wind- 


bag of a doctor, the sappy lovers and, of 
course, the wily-servant in love with the 
saucy maid. In this one, the servant is at 
the heart of the mix-up, taking on two 
jobs in the hope of eating up two men’s 
wages, only to discover that keeping two 
masters straight, especially when each 
must be kept a secret from the other and 
when one turns out to be a mistress after 
all, isn’t as easy as it looks. 

Colucci knows what he’s doing and the 
lazzi are authentic as well as playable. 
His Servant is not, in fact, as camped as it 
might be, sticking by and large to that 
surefire traditional commedia style and 
approach. A hell of a lot of the script 
itself, however, is new — and a lot of it is 
good. But there are times when the show 
begins to parody itself too outrageously to 
get away with it — notably, every time 
Silvio minces onto the stage. For reasons I 
cannot fathom, John Pollock has been 
directed to play the admittedly drippy 
young milquetoast like a bad An- 
dromache in a highschoo! ‘Trojan 
Women” — or maybe it’s Bette Davis in 
one of those sleazy horror movies. It cer- 
tainly isn’t Silvio. 

Several of the performers are excellent. 
Jack Honor is spontaneous and delightful 
as the servant, Truffaldino. Agile and 
endearing, he carries the action foreward 
as quickly as anyone could, given that 
every time he has an aside (which is of- 
ten), he has to scuttle all the way 
downstage, address the audience, and 
scuttle all the way back before anything 
else can happen. Other standouts in the 
cast are Stan Bowker as the logorrhea- 
ridden doctor, spouting nonsensical Latin 
ad infinitum, with and without accom- 
panying dirty gestures, and Rosalie 
DeQuattro as the snivelling young 
Clarice. 

According to Don Colucci, the Publick 
is in big trouble financially. It is unlikely, 
he says, that they will be able to mount 
anything new this fall unless manna falls 
from somewhere. So if you do get over to 
Brighton to see Servant of Two Masters 
— and by the way, take your kids; they 
loved it the night I was there — shell out 
what you can when they pass the hat at 
intermission. I don’t think Colucci has 
any intention of letting that theatre fold, 
and those kids art going to look pretty sil- 
ly robbing banks in commedia costume.

The Boston Museum of Fine Arts has 
hung a large selection of its Impressionist 
holdings and made a summer show of it. 
The first thing you notice about the show, 
especially if you’ve had a survey art 
history course in recent years, is how im- 
pressive the Museum’s collection is in this 
area. This show looks like a special event 
because one just doesn’t see so many 
famous and important pictures in any one 
style hanging at the same time under any 
other circumstances. 


Impressionism forms the perfect exam-: 
ple of a style that was scandalous in its 
own time, but has since become not only 
popular, but a sort of refuge of conser- 
vative sensibility. Even if you don’t think 
that Impressionism was the last great 
style of painting, it is difficult to imagine 
the furor it caused in its own time. Com- 
pared to styles that followed it and even 
proceeded from it, the soft coherence of a 
Monet or a Pissarro seems to provide a 
respite from the clattering reality of con- 
temporary art and life. What sense can be 
made of the shock and calumny that 
greeted Impressionism on its first 
appearance? 


Superficially, there is the fact of an 
academic style that prevailed in the late 
19th century. The Museum show includes 
a few examples of approved Salon artist 
from which we can easily see that their in- 
terests were quite different from those of 
Monet or Manet. The style of these pic-~ 
tures is crisp, formalized, and narrative, 
at least in intent, everything that Im- 
pressionism is not. But this matter of con- 
text does not really bring home to us the 
possibility of. getting so exercised about a 
change in style as people of the time did. 
What we really want to know is how it is 
possible to be outraged over an aesthetic 
innovation. Such outrage now is seen as 
crank behavior or as a stubborn bid for 
attention; we associate outrage at an un- 
familiar aesthetic style with lack of 
sophistication or with some motive having 
little to do with art. 


There are probably many explanations 
for the changes that have taken place in 
the human world to make “aesthetic out- 
rage” a response that we disallow. (To see 
it as crazy or completely out of place is to 
disallow it as an authentic response.) But 
there is one explanation that is good to 
bear in mind when you look at a show 
such as this. Its proposition is that pain- 
tings simply were different things in the

world of the 19th century than they are for 
us; it might even be possible to say that 
paintings were not things at all, as they 
are for us. It was not long after the ascen- 
dance of Impressionism that spectators 
at an exhibition actually tried to destroy a 
painting by Matisse, not by lifting it off 
the wall and stamping on it, but by 
scratching the picture’s surface. There is 
much to suggest that it was not the 
preciousness of paintings as objects or ar- 
tifacts that people of the time were in- 
vested in, but the space inside pictures. 
Impressionism represented a demystifica- 
tion of that space. In their concern to cap- 
ture the atmosphere of a specific instant, 
painters like Monet and Pissarro, were 
placing the space inside pictures on an 
equal footing with space in the world, in 
that they were showing the perception of 
the two to be largely the same process. 
Impressionism introduced people to the 
notion that a picture is an object by 
presenting an image of instantaneous 
perception, the kind of perception that 
applies all the time to common objects of 
our experience. Impressionist paintings 
must have seemed to be refusing the value 
of contemplation and narration, not to 
mention heroic sentiment, which were 
supposed to be hallmarks of 19th century 
academic painting. What Impressionism 
really attacked, then, was the place of pic- 
tures in the world of the 19th and early 
20th century. And that attack, though it 
was not conceived aggressively, now 
seems to have been prophetic, for it 
preceded a time when we would come to 
regard pictures as objects, and to see the 
world as pictures (television). It might 
even be possible to see Impressionism, 
rather than photography, presaging the 
rise of automatic media, like film and TV; 
how innocent still photography seems 
compared with them. For, as we have 
eventually been able to learn to see the 
world the way the Impressionist painted 
it, just by fogging our glasses or by squin- 
ting, we have already learned to unders- 
tand our lives, quite unselfconsciously, in 
terms of film narrative and the continuity 
and simultaneity of video. Though Manet 
is more important to the history of 
modern painting, artists like Monet, 
Sisley, Pissarro, may have expressed the 
first episode in what has become the ma- 
jor contemporary sensibility, a sensibility 
that does not see images in the context of 
its world, but sees its world in the context 
of images. In any case, this kind of thing is 
worth wondering about as you wander 
through the Impressionist show.

RUNAWAY HORSES, volume two 
of The Sea of Fertility, Yukio 
Mishima, Knopf, 421 pp., $7.95. 


Runaway Horses is the brilliant second 
movement of Yukio Mishima’s final work 
as well as a discrete novel with claims and 
merits of its own. Perhaps first of all, 
however,, it is symbolic autobiography. 
Foreshadowing its author’s spectac lar 
ritual suicide, this novel lends a kind of 
eerie resonance to the rather tinny 
rhetoric of Mishima’s final public words. 
He died to protest the constitution im- 
posed on Japan after World War II, argu- 
ing that the United States had “spoiled 
and defamed the noble traditions of the 
country we love so much.” 

Despite the sound of that, Mishima’s 
nationalism was essentially, even sen- 
sationally, non-chauvinist. Born a 
samurai, he absorbed and assimilated the 
culture of the. West. and used it to unders- 
tand what the “black | ships” of European 
imperialism had done to Japanese 
civilization. Attracted toward and fluent 
in cultures which had clashed in his 
homeland, he used a broad range of 
Western reference in his work. While this 
made his fiction popular abroad, it also 
created some confusion. Published in 
translation here last year, Spring Snow, 
the inaugural volume of The Sea of Fer- 
tility, inspired comparisons with the 
works of Stendhal, Dostoevski, Mann, 
Proust and other European masters. 
There is something smug about this kind 
of praise. If some of Mishima’s works 
reveal an admirer of the West, others bear 
titles like Madame de Sade and My 
Friend Hitler. 

His importations, then, were never as 
naive as his countrymen’s. But although 
he ultimately rejected the West, the terms 
of his rejection were not absolute. The 
young samurai hero of Runaway Horses 
imagines his country as a river ‘choked 
with the scum of humanism, the poison 
spewed out by the factory at its 
headwaters. There it was: its lights bur- 


ning brilliantly as it worked even through 
the night — the factory of Western Euro- 
pean ideals.” Whatever the limits of 
Mishima’s agreement with sentiments 
like that, though, he clearly shared his 
hero’s ambition to “‘exchange his life for a 
line of poetry written in a splash of 
blood.” Mishima’s sympathy for the stu- 
dent assassins of the ’30s has been a 
matter of record for a long-time, and 
Runaway Horses celebrates Isao Iinuma’s 
decision to strike at the wealthy capitalist 
families who had already, by 1932, 
transformed Japan into a corporate state 
on the Western model. Calling themselves 
the League of the Divine Wind, Isao and 
his fellow students hope to inspire a 
restoration of the emperor’s powers and a 
return to the social order of medieval 
Japan. 

So stated, Isao and his ideals may 
sound impossibly remote. But Mishima 
enlists our sympathies by skillfully 
frustrating the League’s plans. There are 
delays and disappointments, changes-of 
plan and defections from the ranks. Main- 
taining morale and secrecy, acquiring 
support and material, Isao and his group 
emerge as unabated boys determined to 
become men as soon as possible. If the 
ironic possibilities are obvious, Mishima’s 
exploitation of them is shrewd and subtle. 
He enhances the human appeal of the 
League by dramatizing the gap between 


their ideals and their practical situation. 


Demonstrating their grasp of the essen- 
tials, Isao’s bomb squad fashion a percus- 
sion cap out of a blade of grass, a tube of 
bark skinned off a twig, and a pinch of 
topsoil. But when the focus shifts and the 
conspirators are contrasted with their un- 
redeemed countrymen, Mishima’s irony 
sharpens and scathing indictments are 
drawn up against the military, the clergy, 
the police, and even the Imperial Family 
itself. 

These satiric thrusts serve as negative 
reinforcements of Isao’s importance to the 
novel. He is not only the primary source of 
narrative energy, but the embodiment of 


Mishima’s positive thematic material as 
well. And yet he is not at all an 
“interesting” character. Aware of himself 
only as a young hero avid for the 
“privileged nobility” of an early death, 
Isao represents the ‘perfectly average 
sensibility” Mishima took as the precon- 
dition for tragedy. In place of an intricate 
personality, he is endowed with a second 
identity, of which he is himself unaware, 
as the reincarnation of Kiyoaki Matsugae, 
the fey hero of Spring Snow. The theme of 
rebirth is more than mere connective 
tissue between Runaway Horses and its 
predecessor in the sequence. It is the 
novel’s fundamental symbolic resource, 
brought into play with the strictest 
economy. Only one of the characters is 
aware of Isao’s double identity, but in 
that character the abstract dualities 
Mishima loved to work with are brought 
into collision, and we are face to face with 
his speciality, the personality in crisis. 

A judge of the court and pushing forty, 
Shigekuni Honda_is.‘‘electrified” by his 
discovery that Isao is his boyhood frieté- 
reborn. He realizes that the terms of his 
adult life have betrayed him, that neither 
his profession nor his marriage have 
nourished him as his friendship with 
Kiyoaki had, and that he has become a 
man who would be happy to live on an 
iceberg. His nostalgia for Kiyoaki 
becomes a rejuvenating obsession, and we 
witness his rebirth: “Had not Honda 
himself risen from death? From the death 
manifested by a chilled spirit, by a 
rigorous order like a file jammed with 
thousands of entries, by the tedious 
refrain, ‘Youth is gone’?”’ 

He’s a changed man, but not changed 
enough. Though he sacrifices his judicial 
career to defend Isao, whose father has 
betrayed the League to the police, he can 
only do so on the assumption that the boy 
needs to be protected from himself. Im- 
patient with this view of things, Mishima 
breaks in to complain about it. ‘““The way 
for elders to cure the impetuosity of 
youth,” he suggests, “‘is to give it their un- 


qualified approval, but this is a bit of 
wisdom that they never seem to learn.” 
Published in Japan in 1969, the year of 
the student uprisings in which Mishima 
himself took part, Runaway Horses 
awards the temporal victory to the adults, 
decadent, dispirited, at peace with the 
ways of the West. Isao’s conspiracy is 
quashed and, just as Mishima complain- 
ed after the quickly ended student up- 
heaval of the year before his death, 
everyone chooses to go on living happily. 
Everyone, that is, except Isao, who 
chooses to die happily, his joy in the an- 
cient ritual of seppuku undimmed by his 
awareness that his death will have no 
practical meaning whatever. 

By extending his range to include 
national history and religious myth, 
Mishima approaches the condition of epic 
without sacrificing the prerogatives of the 
novelist. He makes the minimum suffice 
when he wants to: a. wealthy capitalist 
preens on his knowledge of Gibbon, an un- 
employed worker bids for the pennies of 
school children, with. a set of paper 
puppets, and the human meaning of the 
depression emerges with the delicate 
precision of a 17th century haiku. But 
Mishima can also sustain a nearly clinical 
inquiry into Honda’s middle-aged 
malaise, bring it into fruitful contrast 
with Isao’s young manhood, also observed 
closely, and present us with a fully realiz- 
ed drama of youth and age. 

There is more to praise here, much 
more than enough to support the conclu- 
sion that we are discussing a masterpiece. 
Whatever the final form and stature of 
Mishima’s crowning work, however, its 
gradual rendering into English represents 
one of the most fascinating literary enter- 
prises currently underway. That’s saying 
a great deal for a work most of us will en- 
counter only second-hand through 
translation. Nevertheless, Yukio 
Mishima, stalking the soul of his nation 
with the cultural weapons of the West, 
engages his readers with a sustained force 
unique in literature today.
